Warren Smith (grandson of Polly Lewis) said he can remember his grandmother 
Polly. He said she looked like a full blood Indian. She would ride a horse 
Indian Fashion (no saddle) to the store and make the children walk. When she 
~ got mad would speak (or cuss) in Indian dilect. Knew how to hunt and if the 

‘ dogs treed a rabbit Polly would get a forked stick and twist the rabbit out of 
his hole. Polly claimed to be Choctaw Indian. 


Mary Parker Smith (grandma Smith, Saraland) said Polly Lewis claimed to be 

almost full blood Choctaw Indian. Polly told her Isaac was almost full blood - 
and his wife Ellen a half Breed. Polly did not say what tribe his wife was 

from. Polly told of the hardship during the civil war. One time Polly had 
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nothing to eat or her children and Isaac told her if she and 2 French women 
could butcher a steer, that he had running loose in the woods, they could have 
the meat for their families. Polly said they had the steer almost ready to cut 
up when aman came along and took the steer away from them. Polly went home 
erying and told Isaac what had happened. Isaac got his gun and went to the 
man's home and told him if he didn't return the meat and hide, he would kill him 
where he stood. The head and hide of steer was marked with Isaac's Brand so the 
man gave it back. Grandma Smith said Polly told her Isaac was an old man during 
the civil war and found it hard to get around. Polly said he had enough Indian 
blood in him that he would kill you if he thought you had wronged him. 


Alma Hartley said she could remember hearing her father, Joe Lewis, talk about 2 
of his Aunts trying to butcher a steer. They threw the axe at the steer and cut 
off one of its legs. Some men came along and helped the women finish butchering 


the steer. 


Joe Lewis also told about two of his aunts swimming the Alabama River with a 
child between them. Alma cannot remember nearing him say who the women were or 
why they swam across the river. (Fred Malone, banker at Citronelle said this 


happened at Ft. Mimms. 


Lizzy Léwis said some of the Malone's were captured by the Indians and while 
being held prisoners managed to escape and swam the river with a child about 11 
years old. She said Lewis is a Welsh name. Joe Lewis told his daughter May 
Morris that Ellen was the daughter of Red Eagle or William Weatherford He said 
he had kin folks living in Baldwin County that raised the best race horses in 
the south second to none. He could remember Isaac well. Jourdan (Joe's father) 
died when Joe was a young child. His Mother had to put the older children (3 

I believe) in an orphenage in Mobile and she kept the younger children with her. 
Everytime Joe could get away he would go to isaac and Isaac would always take 
them in. He said Isaac looked like full blood Indian and w2s én oid mam when he 
Gied. Had all his own teeth and almost black heir (very little gray in it). He 
said Isaac was of the Choctaw tribe and Ellen Creek. Joe could remember seeing 
his father, Jourdan, ride off to wer. He said Jotm Melone wes mean to them and 
wouldn't give them anything to eat. Grandma Malone would have to hide them when 
she gave them something to eat. 


oe He also told of swimming Bates Creek three times in one night trying to get 
to Isaac.. he was drunk and everytime he swam the creek he would think he was on 


the wrong side and would swim back across. The last time he swam the creek he ~ 


was so exhausted he just managed to climb on the bank before he passed out. 
. When he woke next morning, he was froze to the ground but was on the right side 
“of the creek. He said Isaac was awful hard up at that time. He lost everything 


he owned during and right after the Civil War. The Lewis family had been well 
to do up until that time. 


Lizzy Lewis, widow of Arthur, said her husband always bragged about his royal 


-‘blood and that he was a direct descent of Red Eagle. Isaac Lewis (Indian?) 


first settled on Lewis Creek in Washington County and it is named for him. It 
is between Sunflower and McIntosh. Hunger Lake was named after the Munger's. 


-Old Munger Cemetary is on the Munger Lake at edge of river swamp. There are 
_- two cemetaries in.this vicinity. Ellen may be buried near the old Posey place 
- at Sunflower between the railroad and river. 7 2 
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The Old Wall Pool place on Chicksabouge one.mile south of Chunchula was the 
plantation of Isaac Lewis. 


Issac owned a Slave named Dan that ran away and killed Wright Turner's mother 
trying to get money, food, and etc. to help him escape. He got as far as New 
Orleans before he was captured. Isaac went to N. 0. to bring him back and 
turned him over to the Turners. The Turners wanted to burn the Negro (Dan) 
alive. Isaac said NO. Death was all you could get so the Negro was hung with 
two other Negroes on the same day in the northern part of Mobile County. I was 
told this Negro caused hard feelings between the Turners and Lewis for years. 
Silon Lewis was last Indian to be tried under tribal laws after Indians moved 
west of the Miss. He was tried on a murder charge(?) at a special term of 
Mosholotubba District Court of the Choctaw Nation, Indian Territory, Dec. 1892. 
Death sentence carried out Nov. 15, 1894 in the Kiamichi Mount, Okla. 


Vernon Lewis (son of Ancy Lewis) told me that first Lewis' came from Wales. He 
married a Lady Carrol (or Carrelton) and had eight children. She probably died 
in Ga. After her death Isaac married an Indian girl, (daughter of Pushmataha). 
They had a son names Isaac who married Ellen Dechristian. He said the first 
Isaac may have married an Indian named Polly, as there was an Aunt Polly who was 
named for her grandmother. He said old Isaac was buried in the old Choctaw 
Nation and this Isaac and Indian had children by name of Cleborne, John, Isaac & 
Yog. He said john applied for land but had to leave for killing a Negro that 
was Stealing live stock after the Civil War. John was living on or around Bates 
Creek at that time. Vernon thinks Ellen's name may have been Barbara Ellen. 
Isaac II is buried at the lower hunting grounds or Valley grounds (Bel Air). 


Jim Lewis, son of Isaac & Ellen, buried at old Smith's Cemetary in Mt. Vernon 
died when he was 65. Andy about 75 when he died, in (or about) 1953. Vernon 
said Nathan Murphy often told them they were direct descent of Red Eagle. 


Vernon said he met an (uncle) George Lewis, an Indian in Comanchee, Okla. who 
claimed kin to the Lewis in Ala. Vernon did not know how they were related, 
George wes en cld men ebout 80 years old and looked like T.R. (Toby) Lewis, who 
was brother to Andy. Toby Lewis was engineer for 57 years on Great Sou R.R. 
Livedat 402-42nd Ave., Meridian, Miss. 


Charles Lewis (brother to Andy) lived at Ft. Worth, Tex. 


Wilber Lewis said he remembers his father telling them of the hardships Isaac 

Lewis had after the Civil War. The slaves wouldn't work and refused to leave 

and there was no food to be had. Isaac was a old man and with his daughters 

_ tried to kill a steer in order all could eat. They threw the axe at the steer 
and broke (or cut off) a leg but wasn't able to kill it. The yankee soldiers 

came along and finished butchering the steer for the Lewis family. 


Vernon Lewis said Isaac had brothers named Cleborne, John & Yog (maybe Speers 
‘Hogue) John applied for land but had to leave. 


It is believed but no verified yet that the Francis Lewis who Signed Declaration _ . 


of Independence, the Merriweather Lewis born near Charlottesville, Va., secre- 
tary to Jefferson, the Lewis of Lewis & Clark expedition and Gov. of La. Terri- 
tory 1807 is of the same family line of Lewis'. 
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Kindel Lewis (also Randal Lewis) a white countryman Creek. Originally came from 
Ga, went to Okla. with the Indians. He married an Indian woman and was made a 
chief. He signed treaties for the Indians both before and after they were moved 
to Okla. Dept. of Interior, Muskogee, Okla. checked their records & could not 
find any name of a Kindel or Randell Lewis on any treaties. However their 
records do not go back that far as to what is on file in their office. 


General La Fayette Lewis, only male descent of Kindell Lewis, was born April 1, 
1825 at Ft. Bainbridge and is buried in the K.e. part of Russell County (called 
Fate Lewis). Kindell Lewis property came under treaty of 1832. Tavern keeper 
and son-in-law to Big Warrior, came from Ga. employed by Indian Agency under 


Benjamin Hawkins. 
The family name is derived from the Christian name. 


It is probably a Welsh-Norman variation of the Frankish name Chloris, but may 
also have derived from the word "Fluawa, meaning multitude. 


Members who are Welsh trace back to Ivor "The Little". The armorial bearings 
associated with writings concerning the family at this period display a lion 


rampart argent. 


According to Burke's General Armory, there were some fifty eight thousand 
persons of the surname Lewis in 1853. 


Members of this family were among the early arrivals in America. Among the 
first was John Lewis, who came with four brothers from England in 1661 and 
settled in Westerly, Rhode Island. He had 8 children. They married Whiteheads, 


Maxous, Babcocks, & Burdicks. 


Lewises also settled in Virginia. TIney can be traced in Genealogies of the 
Lewis & Kindred Families by McAllister & Tandy. 
Lewis, Genealogy of the dani family of Wales from the tenth century: 
Descendants of Gnathroed Lewis, of Van Gnethroed, Vicar the Great, 
Yetrad Towy end Guynore County, Canmaithen, South Wales, son of Cladnen : 
. Greysted, Prince of Powys by Mcroyott, daughter of Owain, Lord of Cardigan. The 
Welsh heralds have attributed to Gnathroed for Arms: "Argent; a Lyon rampart 
Sable". Motto: "Opner na obna angan" translated "Fear him who fears not 
- death", The repeated answer of that chieftain to the Saxon Edgar, when ordered _ 
him with other Welsh leaders to row his barge upon the Dec. Whatever their 
origin, these arms with.transposed colors, and this motto with a Lyon rampant 
argent for crest have been used by every branch of the family from an early 
period, and motto has been ill exchanged for the Latin "Patria Fidus", adopted 
within the last two centuries by the Lanishan, the new branch now the main line 
_of Lewis. Transportation of the color in the arms is held to have been adopted 
in courtesy to the rank and possessions of Mewydd, who bore, "Sable, a Lyon 
Rampant Argent Cydrych, son of Gnathroed, Lord of Straddowy and Gynore County. 
Canmaithen married Nest, daughter of Tangus, son of Cydfal, Prince of Arbudray, 
- in Meirionth, the sister of Collyn, son of Tangus, head of one of the fifteen 
- tribes of Wales. They had first Griffith, Lord of Guynore;' Second, Codifer;

-. Third, Clydwen. Codifer, son of Cydrick, Lord of Iseaech, the district of. 


Senghenydd, above the Creach river in Morganney. He married Mavenwy, daughter 
of Gurgan, son of Itheldam, son of Owain, son of Morgan, Lord Glenaryar, who 
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bore Gules three charms Argent. Merjrie son of Codifer, Lord of Iseaech, 
married Gwladys, daughter of Kiddys, Lord Guen, who bore "Per Pate, azure and 
sable, three Fl de Lys, or interpreted, "three flowers of lilies in gold. Ivor 
Black, son of Meyrick, married Nest, daughter and heiress of Mador, son of 
Caradoc, son of Einou, son of Collwin, Lord of Sengnenydd, of which territory 
she was heiress. Giraldas Camorendis states that William, Earl of Gloucester, 
attempted to deprive Ivor of his camels, upon which the Welch rose, headed by 
Ivor, and in the night time scaled the walls of Cardiff Castle, and in the face 
of 120 men at arms, archers and guards, carried off the Earl, his Countess and 
their son, and held them until they got their own terms. Ivor held the ground 
above Castle Coch and finally returned to the hills above Merthyr, since occu- 
pied by Horlais Castle. He was afterward slain in battle at a place called paut 
Cad Ivor, and now known in railway phraseology as the Paul, Ivor and Nest had 
first; Griffith, second Llewellyn Hager, whence a branch; third, Philip, who 
married Catherine daughter of Llewellyn, Lord of Glynnedd, who bore a "charm 
between three flower de Lys" and had Ellen, who married Thomas son of Llewellyn, 
fourth, Weniliam, married Morgan Vicar. The Lewis of Van were for many cen- 
turies the leading Welch Lords of east Glamorgan, and the principal of several 
families in the district who claimed descent from Gnathrold, Prince of Cardigano 
Gnathroeds descendants range from Beenfrith on the east to Castle Odwin on the 
West, and in East Glamorgan includes the Mathews of Flandaff, the ancestors of 
Father Mathews, the great temperance apostle, "William alians Cromwell of 
Whitchurch Lewis of Rhimperora, Glynn of Reath: Thomas of Llanbradahech and the 
Cadets (younger ones) of these families: Cydrych, one of the older sons of 
Gnathroed is regarded as the ancestor of Lewis. Codifer, son of Cydrych is Lord 
- of Iseaech or the division of the Great Cantref of Sanghenydd, North of the 
Creach River. How Codifer gained a footing in the district of Korganwog is not 
known, perhaps by his marriage with Mavenwy, daughter of Gurgan, son of Lthal, 
and Aunt to Yestyn, the last Prince of the district, and the footing was pro- 
bably strengthened by the marriage of his son Meyric with Glayds, daughter of 
Fiddyn, Welch Lord of the contigous territory of Gwent. It was, however under 
their celebrated son Ivor Black, that the family attained its full health 
( ) distributions of lands at the conquest Einon, son of 
Collwyn, received Cantref of Sanghenydd (St. Kenith), an immense but value less 
lordship, wholly mountainous, lying between the Teff and the Rynney Rivers and 
extending from the borders of Breekanok to Wnitechurch: by Cardiff, by his 
_marriage with the heiress of the Lordship Nest, only child of Madoc, son of 
Caradoc, son of Einon. Ivor Black with the Welch Title of Lord Royal of 
Sanghenydd, gained an almost inaccessible and throughly Welch territory with a 


frontier which approached in dangerous proximity to the normain hold of Cardiff._. 


A bold leader thus strong in position and popular with the repressed but by no. 
means vanquished countrymen, was not likely to be long without a legitimate 
cause of action, and in 1158 he stormed the castle and took William Earl of 
Gloucester, his countess and son (a child) as hostages to the mountains and 
retained them until he had made his own terms. I must now draw near our own 
time and pass over many intermediate personages in the line of descent. Edward 
Lewis was a very wealthy person. The country having been settled, he removed 
the family seat to Vare, a hamlet of Redwas, but in-Glamorga, and where all but 
the Castle of Caephelly was his own property.

Deputy Custos of the County. The Earl of Pembroke being Custos, by Ann Morgan, 
of Pancead a cadet of Tredegar, he had several children, of whom William founded 
the line of Glyn Taff, now extinct; and Edward that of Laneshau, the only male 
stock remaining. His children intermarried with Kemeys of Kemeys, Cefas Mabley 
Herbert, of Colebrook, Ruton of Worlton, Vin of Narcoss and Richard of Llanover. 
Thomas Lewis of Van, next in descent was sheriff and Deputy Custos. He either 
purchased or inherited Windy Manor in Gwent, and he built a grand square house 
with an interior court in Cardiff by the Taff River, which is not yet entirely 
destroyed (1881).

Sir Edward Lewis, of Van, the eldest son, was also a large purchaser of land 
born in 1560, he was Sheriff in 1601 and Knighted in 1603.

Fagan Castle and Penhevad from Williams Herbert, 1615-1616, Penmark Place, 
Odynsfle and splet from Sir William Rawdrick, and Camtleoyd and Camtown from 
Thomas Wilgas and other parties.

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Charles Lewis was born in Tenn, then N.C. 10-3-1778. 
His parents were among the first settlers of the state. He married Juliet Trigg 


6-24-1800. They moved to Clayton, Barbour County, Ala. and had 9 children.

Sometime in the 1800's a Chippewa Indian named John Alec Cooper moved in to 
the south Washington Co. area. He married a white woman and they had one son, 
who would be half Indian. The residents of that area did not like him marrying 
a white woman and they killed him. 

This woman, name not known, subsequently married a man by the name of 
Weaver and her son took the name of Weaver. He became Joseph Weaver. This was 
Nancy Charity Weaver's father. This is interesting to note that this would make 


her 1/4 Indian and her children 1/8, and their children, 1/16 Indian. 


Eliza Miller Weaver was Nancy Charity Weaver Lewis's mother and Joseph Weaver, 


Half Indian was her father. Nancy Charity Weaver was born in April, 1872 but, 
Joseph and Eliza did not marry until 1879. 


Joseph Weaver was born Dec. 29, 1830 and died Nov. 26, 1903. 
Eliza Miller Weaver born Dec. 18, 1837 and died July 29, 1917. 


They are buried in the Sims Chapel Cemetery in the Lewis family plot. 


Since this was compiled, it has been discovered that there is Indian on the 
Side of Jake Lewis's family. It is reputed that Isaac Lewis, Jakes' grand 


father and father had large amounts of Indian in them. 


- Pocahuntas and Red Eagle as well aS Geronimo are all tied in to the Lewis 


family.

This is an ongoing investigation and much more is to be learned. However, 
it seems evident that Indian appears very prominately in both sides of the Lewis 


family both in Jakes and Nancy's side. 
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son from that union. The local citizens were angry at him for marrying her and 
they killed him. She then married a man by the name of Weaver and the boy took 
the name of Weaver. He, Joseph Weaver, was born on December 29, 1830 and died 
on November 26, 1903. He is buried in Sims Chapel Cemetery. He was the father 
of Nancy Charity Lewis. That makes her 1/4 Indian and her children 1/8 Indian 
and all of us Lewises 1/16 Indian. 

Eliza Weaver was born on December 13, 1837 and died on July 29, 1917. She 
also is buried in the same cemetery. Nancy Charity Lewis was born in April of 
1872 and Joseph and Eliza did not marry until years after. 

Mary Ann and her son William are buried in Ebenezer Cemetery in Wagarville. 
I have been to the cemetery, but, the grave is unmarked. I plan to go again and 
locate the people that have the records and find the graves. Isaac is buried 
somewhere around Kushla. 


It is interesting to note that the Lewis family lived at different times at 


Mauvilla, Sims Chapel, Fairford.

At this time I have not been able to locate the 1910 census. Much of the Ala. 
census for that year was destroyed by fire some years ago. It may never be _ 


~ found. However, in 1990 the 1920 census will be opened for the public’ and 


_ Something will be revealed at that time. 


So far I have not been able to locate the 1890 census either, am still trying. 
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7, 1845 in Chatom, Washington Co., Ala. She was 16 at the time. Hers is a 
French name and it is possible that she had some Indian in her. 

A marriage license for Isaac Lewis and Mary Ann Monnger dated in Mobile Co. 
Ala, March 20, 1860. Sometime between 1845 and 1860 Ellen and Walter Mannger 
had left the picture and Isaac and Mary Ann had married. 

Census record for Mobile Co. Ala for the year 1860 finds the names of Isaac 
and Mary Ann and most of the children. Some of these children are Mary Ann's. 
She and Isaac had only been married about 7 months at this time. Some of the 
older children had already left home. Also, you will find James and Mary E. 
Lewis and their 4 children living next door to Isaac in Chunchulla. James was 
Ellen's son and we know that they lived next door by the house numbers assigned 
by the census taker. Isaac's was 561 and James' was 562. It was coincidence 
that James also married a Mary. Isaac and Mary Ann had, it appears, 5 children: 
Alabama, Robert, Eva, Jacob, and Anna. This is the Anna that was the mother of 
96 year old aunt Alice that was at our first reunion. 

* Mobile Co. Ala. in the year 1880. Now Isaac has passed on and Mary Ann is 
the head of the house. She is 51 at this time. 6 children are at home with her 
at this time. This shows William Monnger as her step son. It is not known if 
she was ashamed of him or if that was just another of the many mistakes, or 
maybe one of the children answered the questionnaire. Jake Lewis is 14 years of 
age at this time. All of these census reports were Chunchulla. 

This census was taken at Sims Chapel Ala. on June 1, 1900. It shows Jacob 
as having been born January, 1867. He is 33 years old and Nancy is 28 and was 
born April 1872. All of our parents had not been born at this time. However, I 
am told that they all were born there and that the house is still standing. It 
‘shows Evelina as 10 years of age, having been born September 1889. Uncle

I have not been able to locate the 1910 censuses as yet. 1910 is as recent 
as the government will allow us to go because-of the privacy act. However we 
_ will continue to try to find these mssing censuses and I am confident we will 
- succeed. - As far as grandmother's side of the family is concerned, we all know 
- that there is Indian there. John Alec Dooper was a chipewa Indian chief who 


came to this vicinity from Florida. He married a white woman and there was one

In searching the Lewis family tree it was necessary to take what we knew to 


be a proven fact and what we could obtain from records and what we could get 


from living people and work backward. We know that Isaac Lewis came originally 


from Georgia. We have found him in Washington Co. Ga. in 1820 and in Houston 


Co. Ga. in 1830. 
1775. This is the individual that we believe to be Jake Lewis' grand father. 


It must be noted at this time that before 1850 or from 1840 on back that the 
census records only listed the head of the house by name. A check was used to 


indicate other members of the family and the ages were indicated by checking 


The records would indicate him to have been born in or around 


them in a certin range bracket. So it was almost impossible to know the 
children. Beginning in 1850 the united states census bureau started listing 
every one by name and age. Even then it was a trick business because many 

census takers might be inebriated or they would be met at the door by a child 
and sometimes if a neighbors child was in the house he or she might be listed. 
So we have to take what is a proven fact and where there are gaps we must use 


what we believe must have happened to make the record have continuity. We 


believe that chaff has been sifted and what is left is wheat. 
Jake's father was living in Mobile county in 1840. And Jake's grandfather 


is still living in Houston Co. Ga. since the age bracket indicates he is between 
60-70 years old the ages tally.

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CHAPTER I. 


I have been requested more than orce by diiferent persons 
' to give a reminiscence of my life from birth till now. It 
will ba quite an undertaking, because I have never kept a 
record of any part of my life, and shall have to depend 
wholly upon 


One of his earliest recollections was that of hearing his 
elders discuss English oppression of the Colonies. The 
Stamp Act, which caused such a blaze of indignation through- 
out the Colonies, was repealed when he was but two years 
old; and before the country had quiezed down, duty was im- 
posed on glass, paper, tea and pain This added fuei to 
the smouldering Aames, and when a few years later a ship 
load of tea landed at Boston Harbor, the famous Boston Tea 
Party was held. The blocd of young Lewis, my grand-father, 
boiled with indignation against Enziand and his soul was 
fired with zeal for America’s indeperdence. When war was 
declared he at once offered himself for service; but on ac- 
count of his youth and smallness of stature, he was refused 
enlistment. 

A few months later a troop of British cavalry encamped 
near the home of his guardian; and :he officer promised am- 
nesty and protection to all who would take the oath o? alle 
giance to Great Britain. Mr. Hill at once proposed to accept 
the offered amnesty, but grandfather stoutly refused. 
Finally, irritated at the persistency of the boy, Mr. Hill de- 
cided to compel him to take the oath. Learning of his pur- 
pose, young Lewis left him, made his way to the army, was 
sworn in and equipped for service.

One incident in his life during his service as a soldier made 
a profound impression upon him and became a factor in the 


moulding of bis character, 
Mitings.

Many were killed and wounded on both sides. Lewis, though 
unharmed, had many narrow escapes. A bullet cut the hair 
from his right temple and killed the man just behind him. 
Another bullet passed through his trousers and broke .a 
man’s leg behind him. The man cursed and asked him why 
he did not stop that ball. 

By a splendid charge the British were swept from that 
part of the fleld and pursued by the victorious Colonists. 
Young Lewis, because of his youth and smaliness of stature, 
was unable to keep up with the company and was soon left 
behind. While picking his way through the dead and wound- 
ed, he was startled to see a troop of cavalry dash up out of 
a near-by wood and charge down upon him. Halting, the 
Captain demanded who he was. Young Lewis could not tell 
from the uniform of the soldier whether they were Engiish 
or Americans. While debating in his mind what was best 
to do, the officer reined up his horse close to the now ‘thor- 
oughly frightened boy, drew his sword and demanded in 
fierce tones that he answer the question. Looking the Cap- 
tain full in the face, he said: “Sir, I do not know to what 
army you belong. If I say J am a Briton and you are an 
American, you will kill me. If [ say I am an American and 
you are British, you will kill me, Sir, if I die, I will die with 
the truth on my lips. I belong to Gen. Green’s army, and 
could not keep up with them when the order was given to 
charge.”

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school. The name of my first teacher was James Taylor. 
He was an honest, conscientious man—a Christian of the 
purest type. On the playground he was ‘one of the boys;’ 
but in the scheolroom he was Prof. Tayler. His pupils 
loved, honored and respected him. He kept perfect order 
in his school. He was kind, gentle and patient; yet he did 
not fai] to use the rod when necessary. It would have been 
well for me if I could have been kept in school under such a 
teacher for eight or ten years. 

After I was eight years old I went to school but little; sel- 
dom more than two or three months at a time, At the age 
of seven I was put to work on the farm. At ten I was taught 
to plow. I went to school but little after that. At the last 
school [ attended I learned a little about grammer, arith- 
metic and geography. I was in some respects a dull boy. 
It was hard for me to understand the tables in Smith's 
Arithmetic, especially divisions and substractions. Smith's 
Grammar was the only grammar I ever studied. Sly father 
saw that I had a talent for music and sent me to a singing 
school. 

I well remember the names of some of’ my father’s good 
neighbors. (He had no bad neighbors.) Among them were 
James Warner, father’s class leader at one time, Stephen A. 
Reagan, a local preacher, Dr. Cowart, a good Baptist brother, 
and Luke Conerly, a local preacher and a good, quiet man. 
Then, there was Vincent Wilson, the cobbler. Before his con- 
version, he was a drunkard; but afterwards he was all for 
Christ. He was an Englishman, stolen from his parents in 
London when a boy, and brought to this country. It was 
fortunate for him that he fell in with uncle Luke Conerly. 
So many times when I was a boy, I have heard him sing 
and shout. A part of one of his favorite songs ran thus-— 


“The richest man I ever saw was the one that begged the most. 
He begged the Father, Son, and he begged the Holy Ghost, 
And to begging I will go. 
Yes, to begging I will go, 'll go, 'N go— 
And to begging I will go.”

He proved faithful to the end, and died some years ago in 
Covington, La. I fully expect tu meet these good people 
when I get Home. 

Being brought up in a truly religious home, surrounded oy 
such good people, it is not strange that I was Teligious trom 
my childhood. I joined the church at the age of ten; joined 
on probation, and have never yet been formally received into 
the church. Am I a member? “How was that?” you say. 
Well, my father had me baptized in infancy: so after the 
expiration of six months after I had given my hand for mem- 
bership, my Name was entered along with those in full mem- 
bership. Yes, f am a Methodist in full connection. 

Let me end this chapter with a poem, the author of which 
i do not know: 


“I felt impressions in my youth 

To seek immediately for truth, 

Tried every sect, Among the rest, 

I went to hear the \ethodists, 

U shuaned their ways and mules at first, 
With care, suspicion and mistrust, 

I found their doctrines were the best, 
And then I loved the Methodists. 


Dread guilt around my heart entwined,

CHAPTER III. 


You may infer from the above that I am a Methodist, warp 
and filing. Yet I am not a bigoted, selfconceited, hide- 
bound Methedist. I have but little patience with such. I 
know ihet all good people are not in the Methodist Church; 
yet I am a Methodist all the same. And I know that my 
friends of other denominations will not think less of me for 
being plain and outspoken on this subject. 

There are some like a man I knew more than 50 years ago 
in Harrison County named Battes. He said upon one occa- 
sion: “I believe the legislature ought to pass a law com- 
pelling everybody to join the Baptist Church.” A Mr. Bounds 
standing near said in reply: “Pity a law were not passed 
requiring all fools to be killed. If so, you would go up 
mighty quick.” 


As intimat- 
ed in a previous chapter, I have no knowledge of a time 
when I was not concerned about my eternal salvation. In 
the year 1854-5 Rev. George Wade, late of the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference, was pastor of Pearl River Circuit, which 
included all of Pike and that portion of Lawrence County 
west of Pearl River. In the early part of 1855 I began to feel 
more and more concerned about my soul's Salvation. A 
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lo 


prayer meeting had been organized at old Pinegrove Church, 
near my father’s home, led by Wm. Conerly, Gilbert, my 
father and others, It was a prayer meeting of the right sort. 
As interest in the prayer meeting increased, interest in the 
public preaching service increased, All the truly religious 
people took an interest in the prayer meeting as well as in 
all the other church services. And it is my observation that 
the same thing is true to day. 

On Saturday, May 3rd, Brother Wade preached a wonder- 
ful sermon to a house full of people. Six joined the Church 
at the close of the service, among them my brother, Lem. 
As he gave his hand for membership, a great burden was 
lifted off my soul. On the following Monday at 12:36 p. m., 
while Rev. A. B. Nicholson, late of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence, was preaching one of his characteristic revival ser- 
mons from the text, “He is altogether lovely,” wherein he 
spoke of Christ’s work, miracles, life, crucifixion, burial and 
resurrection, and during which time he was very happy, I 
experienced a great change in my heart and felt very happy. 
I hardly knew what was the matter with me. When peni- 
tents were called, I went forward, kneeled down, but was 
too happy to pray. I cried; I shouted. I looked around and 
saw my precious mother, who had been so-deeply concerned 
about her boy Henry, and she was shouting aloud the praises 
of God. In an instant I was in her arms. Her prayer was 
heard; her boy was saved. I tell you, it was good to be 
there. Religion, pure and undefiled, is a good thing, Why 
everybody is not religious I do not understand. All Metho- 
dists are not religious; neither are all Baptists and Presby- 
terians religious. Yet all who are truly so, live together in 
Peace, love and unity, regardless of denominational lines or 
preferences, No truly saved man will deny that. 

After my conversion I was a new man—a new creature 
in Christ Jesus. I sought no excuse after that to keep away 
from prayer meeting and the regular services of the Church. 
It is just that way with all the truly saved. Some may doubt 
it, but I know it is so. I walked ten miles on one occasion 
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50 vears ago to be at a prayer meeting, and got well pais 
for doing so. 

JT got a full start in my early Christian life, and I have 
never wilfully departed from my God. I have never con- 
templated turning my back on God and his Church. I learned 
very soon that 1 could not mix religion and the sinful pleas- 
ures of the world. Hence I resolved never to go where my 
Saviour would not be an honored guest. A Christian has no 
business going where Jesus would not go, nor doing what 
He would not do. He simply can not afford it. “Abide in Me 
and I in you,” says Ch “God is love, and he that dwelleth 
love, dwelleth in God and God in him.” Where there is 
hatred, malice, envy, ete., there is sin; and there is no room 
in the soul of a child of God for sin, All unrighteousness is 
sin, All true Methodisis are Christians, So with all true 
Papitsts and Presbrterians. Let us do fustly, love mercy 
and walk humbly before our God. Then it will matter little 
te what religious denomination we belong. 

] had good nursing, for I was simply a child in Christ, and 
needed to be cared for as such. I asked a young brother 
who was converted the same time I was how he was gett? 
along religiously. “Mighty bad,” was his reply. He the.. 
added: “If I had such parents as you have, I could be reli- 
gious.” We wept and prayed together. He is still living, 
an old man with a host of children and grandchildren (1913). 

It pays to train children for God and the right in more 
ways than one. “Good understanding giveth favor; but the 
way of the transgressor is hard.” 


CHAPTER IV. 


My father had some valuable books, Among them was 
Clarke’s Commentary on the Old Testament, which he read 
often. He also had Fletcher’s Check to Antinomianism, 
which helped to get predestinarianism and antinomianism 
eut cf him, root and branch. By the time he had read these 
books through, he was a Methodist of the purest type. I 
menticn this because my parents were brought up under the 
influence of Primitive Baptists,

I had a copy of the New Testament given me by an uncle, 
after whom I was named. Before my conversion, I really 
had no taste for reading my Bible. To me it was dry read- 
After my conversion, I enjoyed reading my New Tes: 
tament more than any other book. I bought a copy of our 
thodist Discipline and Fletcher's Christian Perfection, and 
hese three books constituted my library for a year or more. 

Many hours were spent by my brother, W. B. Lewis, and 
myself under a beautiful arbor of vines and branches of 
trees, under which we were completely hid from outside 
view. It was our place of prayer and meditation. We spent 
many happy hours together in that sacred spot. Morning, 
nvon, and evening, we resorted, when we could, to our place 
of prayer. My heart is made tendar, my eves moisten while 
I write these lines, as I think of the sweet seasons we had 
there together. 

Often, in connection with our most sacred moments, there 
are incidents that occur which afterwards appear amusing. 
I now recall one in connection with this place of prayer. 
li was in the summer of 1856: Rev. H. M. Youngblood was 
our pastor. He was frequently in my father’s home, He 
Was a good nurse for young Christians, He seldom if ever 
lost an opportunity to talk and pray with and for my brother 
and me, On one occasion, while spending an evening and 
night in our home, he put one arm around my shoulders and 
the other around my brother’s, and started with us to a 
near-by grove. We went in the direction of our place of 
prayer. There was only one entrance, and it was partly hid 
trom view by vines. It was dark. Brother was ahead. He 
stooped down and slipped in and I followed. Brother Young- 
biood could not see the entrance. He pulled at the vines 
awhile, then kneeled down and groaned. He tried again and 
again to enter, but failed. The devil got after him, so he 
said. He walked away, climbed a near-by fence, broke a rail 
in getting over, then made for a near-by stream of water 
end kneeled down on the ground for prayer. The devil sug- 
gested that he was in danger of being bitten by a snake. 
He resisted the devil, and in a little while was praying in 


ing. 
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real earnest. He got happy and began to shout. Brothe: 
and I soon joineg him. Brother Youngblood, after the war, 
transferred to the White River Conference, had trouble with 
his presiding elder, quit our church and joined the Metho- 
dist Protestant, 

It was good for us that we found this beautiful place pro- 
vided by the God of Nature, I never sing “The Bower of 
Prayer,’ without being reminded of the “sweet long ago!” 


“Sweet bower, where the vine and the poplar were spread, 
And wove with their branches a roof o’er my head, 

How oft’ have I knelt on the evergreen there, 

And poured out my soul to my Savior in prayer. 


Dear bower, I must leave you and bid vou adien, 
And pay my devotion in parts that are new; 

Well knowing my Savior is found everywhere, 
And can in all places give answer to prayer. 


Altho’ | may never revisit your shade,

CHAPTER V. 

I was licensed to preach in July, 1856. James Y. McNabb, 
whe died in Virginia during the War, Was licensed at the 
same time. Later in the year J, W. Sandell, now an honored 
member of our Conference was licensed to preach. There 
were at the close of the year 1857 thirteen local preachers 
in the bounds of what was then known as Peari River Cir- 
cuit. There are now 12 or 18 charges covering the same 
territory, . 
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B. W. LEWIS, 
Qldest Preacher Boy of Rev. H. P. Lewis. 


Rey. B. W. Lewis was born May 11, 1867, and joined the 
Mississippi Annual Conference in December, 1459. 
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I was admitted on trial into the Mississippi Conference in 
the year 1857. Conference met in Brandon, Nov. 18-25. 
Seventeen were admitted on trial that year. I] am the only 
one of the 17 still living, (1913.) And I was the last one of 
the class to drop out of active service. 

The great Dr. Winans died in 1857. His funeral was 
preached during the session of this Conference by Dr. George 
C. Light, who died Feb. 28th, 1860. 

The business of the Conference was all new to me, and of 
course very interesting. Bishop John Early presided, Henry 
J. Harris, late of the Mis ppi Conference, was elected 
secretary. Among the leading men of the Conference, as I 
saw it. were Geo. C. Light. D. D.; B. M. Drake, D. D.; L. 
Campbell, T. C. Thornton, D. D.; D. M. Wiggins, “Little 
Tommie” Owens, Thos, Nixon, Ransom J. Jones, Theos. Clin- 
ton, Barnabas Pipkin, H. H. Montgomery, Wm. H. Watkins, 
D, D.; Jno. G. Jones, Riscard Abney, D. D.; Levy Pearce and 
C. K. Marshall. D. D. I have a blanket that was given to 
me by Dr. Marshall's daughter, which he owned while he 
was a member of our Conference. Just how oid it is I do 
not know. It is a good one yet, and [ prize it very highly. 
Ir. Marshall I considered in 1857 one of the grandest 
preachers of our Conference. =f 

I was charmed with the appearance of the preachers. They 
were all dressed in black exeept one, He had on a very 
common suit. J looked at him and thought: Poor fellow, 
you must have come from a very poor circuit. I hope I wili 
not be your successor. Yet, when the time came for reading 
out the appointments, my name was called in connection 
With Black Creek Mission, where this same brother had 
been for the past two years. Brother Willis, for that was 
his name, stepped forward and handed me the plan of the 
work. It was the most complete plan in all respects I have 
ever seen. I studied it, mastered it and kept it till I wore it 
completely out. It was of great help to me ali the year. 

But where was Black Creek Mission? I had never heard 
of it before. Did not know whether it was north, south, east 
or west, I felt sure it was somewhere in North America;

but just where, 1 knew not. I left Brandon, accompanied by 
my brother, Wm. B., on the morning of Noy. 26th, and 
reached home in due time. My father, who in*former Years 
had killed deer and turkeys in the bounds of my work, in 
and around where Baxterville now is, and who knew many 
of the officials of my charge, guve me much information 
about the people and places where I would have to preach. 

Father fixed me up with a good horse, bridle and saddle. 
and on Monday, December 14, 1857, I mounted my pony 
and started to my work, followed by the prayers of as good 
mother and father as any boy ever had. I shall never for- 
get that parting. In Mk, 10:29-30 we read. “Verily i sar 
unto you, There is no man that hath left houses, or brethrer. 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lauds. 
for my sake, and the Gosnvel's, but he shall receive 
hundred fold now in this time, houses. and brethren, a 
sisters, and mothers, and children, and lands, with persecu- 
tions; and in the world to come eternal life.” 

I was in my 22nd year, a poor boy, uniettered, but know- 
ing God as a sin-pardoning Father, Christ as my Savier, anc 
the Holy Spirit as my Comforter. I could and did sing as 
I went:

“T love Thee my Savior, I love Thee my Lord; 

I love Thy dear people, Thy ways and Thy word. 
I love all my brethren; I love sinners, too, 
Since Jesus has died to redeem us from woe.” 


I knew not what was before me. Yet I knew I was in the 
hands of my God. My Bible, Discipline, Hymn Book, Fleteh- 
er’'s Appeal and Christian Perfection, Watson’s Institute and 
Apology for the Bible, Wesley’s Sermons, Smith's English 
Grammar and a copy of Ancient Geography constituted m¥ 
library. 

I spent my second night after leaving home with Mr. 
Everett Pope, east of Pearl River. Here I felt at home. Mrs. 
Pope and I had known each other from childhood. She was 
a daughter of Rey. Stephen Regan, a local preacher wko 
lived near*my father’s home when I was a boy, Mr. Pope 
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gave me an interesting account of the people I was to serve. 
] sat and listened with deep interest, sometimes painful, as 
he deseribed the people, and how they lived and what they 
did tor a livelihood. Some of them would bring eggs. chick- 
ens, butter, honey, hides, gophers, etc., to market, and bar- 
ter them for whiskey and tobacco. Then, if they had any- 
thing left, the poor wife, mother and children came in for a 
part in the way of sugar, coffee. dry goods, shoes and the 
like. 

He told me of a man who started to market with a tub of 
beautiful honey in the comb, and a gopher in his cart. After 
geting some distance from home. he discovered that he 
had forgotten something. So, leaving his cart, he mounted 
his horse and hastened home. Upon his return, he found his 
gopher in his tub of honey, dead. The thing had failen into 
the tub of houey, then kicked and serarmbled till the heney 
comb was all to pieces; then drowned in the hon The 
fellow returned home again, strained his honey, took it on 
to market, and solid it without telling why he had to strain it.

Stant s"and™ others. was here that I met for the first 
time my presiding elder, Barnabus Pipkin. On Saturday of 
my first quarterly conference, he preached on the subject of 
Temperance, using as his text, James 1, lst few verses. I ra- 
member well one point he made. It may help others as it 
helped me, so I give it here: “As long as we stay on our 
own premises, We are in but little danger of being overcome 
by temptation; but when we leave our own premises, and 
26 over on the devil’s ground and tempt the devil to tempt 
us, We may expect to be overcome by temptation.” Go nat 
in the way of temptation; nor go in the way of evil men. 
Presiding elders were very helpful to young preachers in 
those days. I was young, and I think teachable. I availed 
myself of every cpportunity possible to hear my presiding 
elder preach. Knowing the route Brother Pipkin had to take 
to reach his next appointment, I arranged to have him 
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preach at five of my preaching places, and then followed 
him to his next appointment. 

I met each of my appointments, numbering 12, in due time, 
and found good people everywhere I met. fathers, mothers, 
brothers and sisters, and ij have found them all the way 
ibese 55 years. 

During the year, I heard Brother Joseph Nicholson, who 
served Hausboro Circuit, adjoining mine, sing a song that I 
liked very much, and have often used when preaching on 
the Resurrection, I will close this chapter by giving it as 
I remember it.

CHAPTER VII. 


The year 1853 was one of great interest and spirit 
to me. 


al help 
My father’s home was called the preacher's den. 
Preachers of all denominations known in our country found 
a welcome shelter under my father’s roof. I learned to love 
ministers of the gospel when I was a boy. I knew how it 
was in the home where I was reared; but how would it be 
with me, an unlettered youth, away from home and among 
strangers? Well, the matter did not give me much unnec- 
essary concern. I was a preacher in a sense, and I felt 
pretty sure that He in whom I put my trust, would be with 
and take care of me. 


T made at times the same mistake so many young preachers 
make. At times I gave unnecessary offense. One young 
man (poor fellow, he was afterwards lost in the war), got 
very angry because of some perhaps unguarded expression 
I made, and threatened to “knock the devil” out of me. 
Really, I did not know the devil was in me. f did not want 
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him there. Yet I often felt that he was near me. The 
threat, however, was hever executed. I told of this Una 
to a fellow preacher. His reply: “There is a man in ny 
neighborhecd who swore that he would eat the devil. Now, 
if we can get the iwo together, maybe we can get rid of the 
devil, by getting one to knock him out and the other to eat 
him.” But it was never done. The devil is still here. We 
see and hear of his dirty work on every side. He is in the 
halls of Congress; in the legislative halls; often in the house 
of God, and sometimes in the pulpit, I fear, St. James says: 
“Resist the devil and be will flee from you.” Then he adds: 
“Draw nigh to God and He will draw nigh to you.” 

Xo, no, The devil is not dead, A superannuated preacher 
of our Conference said to me some years ago, “Brother 
Lewis the devil is not dead. He may be sulking, but he is 
not dead. You give his old tail a twist, and you will hear 
him howl.” He then added: “Sister A. and Sister B. did not 
educate their daughters in music just to see them sit back 

ile some one else presided at the organ.” The devil and 
my old self have given me more trouble during the 55 years 
of my minisiry than ail the world besides. 

Among the many good people I found, and with whom I 
spent many ple nt hours, were Rev. W. G. Evans, a local 
elder, and Rey. A. Searborough, local preacher. We three 
held a meeting at Coalville which resulted in over 60 con- 
versions. One of the converts is now a local preacher. 
Judge Tom Evans, of Gulfport, is a son of Rev. W. G. Evans. 
Lecal preachers were helpful to young preachers in those 
days. 

T could not preach much, I knew that; but I had a good, 
clear voice, which some people said was sweet and musical, 
and I could sing, I knew many songs that were new to the 
people of my charge. 

There were but few places where a preacher could have a 
room to himself to study, meditate and pray. Consequently, 
I did most of my reading and meditation while riding from 
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one appointment to another, On one occasion, while on on? 
of my long rides, I grew tired of reading, put my book away, 
and began to pray and meditate. Sc far as I knew, I was 
eight or ten miles trom any human habitation. I thought of 
the goodness of God in the gifi of His Son for the redem; 
tion of men, I thought of the many, many people that were 
without God and on their way to ruin. I thought of myseif 
as une of Christ's messeugers, whose duty it was to call sin- 
ners to repentance and point them to Christ. There I was 
with all of Harrison County, save a few coast towns, and a 
large part of Perry and part of Marion County as my parish 
I began to pray for help and strength, that I might do the 
work of a faithful preacher and come out right in the end. 
While I was thus occupied, it seemed to me that the heavens 
were opened, and I received such a baptism of the Holr 
Ghost as J had never experienced before. How, O how my 
heart yearned over dying men! How I wanted to tell every- 
bedy about Jesus and His love! What was it? A reassur- 
ance of God’s promise to be with me always? A pew com- 
mission? Well, it matters not. God was with me and I was 
happy, oh, so happy, for many days. After that, J could 
preach better. Let me urge my young brethren to get the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, yea, of fire. Get everything im- 
pute and unclean burnt out of you, and live solely for God 
and His cause. 


Well, I moved joyfully along and sang, sometimes with 
telling effect, around my entire circuit, the following hymn: 


“Joyfully, joyfully, onward I move, 
Bound for the land of bright spirits above. 
Angelic choristers sing as I come, 
‘Joyfully, joyfully, haste to thy home.’ 


Soon with my pilgrimage ended below, 
Home to that land of delight wili I go.

CHAPTER VIII. 


In the good Book we read in Gen. 2:18, “Ii is not good that 
the man should be alone.” And in Heb. 13:4, “Marriage 
is honorable in all.” The wisest and best men in all ages, 
with very few exceptions, have demonstrated the above fact. 
Man in his sojourn here on earth, whether be be a minister 
of ihe Gospel or not, needs the advice and counsel of a 
pure, sweet woman. It takes a good, pure woman among 
other things to make a home what it ought to be. 

Just how old, or rather how young I was when, for the 
first time, I began to think and talk about matrimony, I do 
not know. Being brought up ‘in a pure, Christian home, 
where love predominated—the right kind of parental love— 
where there were peace and happiness, with Jesus the Christ 
exalted in the home, it is not at all surprising that I should 
Contemplate a union with some good woman. Some women 
are not good. Then not all good, pure women are adapted 
te the work of an itinerant life. In my young manhood, I 
was often told to “look before you leap.” 
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Ig all young people, especially preachers and women 
contemplating marrying preachers, would move cautiously, 
thoughtfully and prayerfully on this subject by taking time 
to think seriously. and to talk often face to face with the 
gocd Lord about it, there would be more happiness, less jars, 
misunderstandings, ete., and fewer divorces. 

it is said that a preacher, iy years ago, became won- 
derfully interested in a certain voung woman, and thought 
she was the very woman he nesded for a wife. It was in the 
early days of Methodism, when preachers were expected to 
pray about such matters; sco he scught the Lord in prayer, 
and asked Him to let him know in some way or other, if 
she were the proper one for him to marry. The Lord did 
not satisfy him fully, so the poor fellow grew impatient about 
it, became a little desperate, and cried: “O Lord, let me 
have her, let me have her anyhow.” 

I have seen some women that grew sore under the duties, 
trials and hardships they had to endure as wives of itiner- 
ants. To haye to move every one. two, three or four years, 
cut locse from well tried rfriends and loved ones, go away 
among strangers and to strange places, is real hard on some 
good women. And I say it is hard, too. For a woman te he 
happy and contented under any and all circumstances with 
her husband, to “endure hardness as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ,” she ought to be a woman of good common sense, 4 
truly saved woman, one consecrated to God and the work of 
the ministry.

Early in January the State seceded from the Union. RE 
citement ran high. War talk was heard everywhere. Slave- 
holders were afraid io have their negroes preached to, One 
good man, a Brother Reeves, who iived near Raymond in 
Hinds County, wanted me to remain on the work and preach 
to hig negroes.

Then Brother Simmons said, “It is a question 
In my mind if circuit riders ever get sleepy.” 

In a few days my first round of appointments Was pub- 
lished in the Advocate and I started out on my round. There 
were no railroads within the bounds of my work. The roads 
were as a rule too rough for buggies. So I had to travel 
the district on horseback. Where Hattiesburg now is were 
old fields and pine woods. Where Poplarville now is there 
lived a man whom the people called ‘Poplar Jim Smith.” I 
served the district three years. Only one man, Lyman Car- 
ley, was licensed to preach in my district during the three 
years. He is yet living and has a son, Rev. H. T. Carley, 
member of the Louisiana Conference. The only two who 
went from my district for admission on trial during the 
three years were J. M, Weems and L. Carley. Both of them 
have been presiding elders and both have been men of 
great usefulness in our Conference. Brother Weems served 
as missionary in Mexico a few years. I kept the two with 
me as long as I was on the disirict. The name of the dis- 
trict was changed to Mount Carmel in 1869; later it was 
called Biloxi, and then Hattiesburg. Now there are two large 
presiding elder’s districts covering the same territory. 

Presiding elders were not as well supported in those days 
as they are now. I do not remember that Handsboro, Biloxi, 
Black Creek, Gainesville or Pearlington ever gave me any- 
thing for services rendered. About $250 or $300 was as 
much as the district gave me any one year for my work. 
The Mission Board supplemented my salary to the amount 
of $300, making it for the year $500 or $550, and I thought 
I was well paid. When I gave up the district I had more 
money than I had ever had at one time.

f= in those days for the support of the church, but they gave 
more of their time. 

Great improvements have been made along many lines 
pass the past 50 years, and I rejoice in it all. lam nota 
{ pessimist, yet I cannot but think it would be best for the gocd 
\ cause if our preachers and presiding elders would go out 

‘to the ‘highways and hedges’ more than they do, Mor- 

usm would not be getting the hold it is in some places. 
We do nut need the Mormons in our country, and I doubt if 
me would have any if we preachers were to do as preachers 
did in the early days of Methodism. We are better paid 
than preachers were in those days. Now, why not give all 
or at least the greater part of our time to the work assigned 
us by the Bishop? i 

I baptized 37 children at one time while I was a presiding 
elder. One good sister had me baptize seven of her chil. 
dren at once, She was a.good Methodist, This happened

was making my way through an open woods, with only now 
and then a human habitation, when unexpectedly I came to 
a large body of water.

Upen 
inquiry I learned I couid cross at Spencer’s mill, some d‘s- 
tance up the bayou. I started, got lost, rambled around for 
some time, and got completely turned round, Finally I came 
to an opening, locked ahead and saw a large body of water 
with many sail-vessels playing on the surface. I was com- 
pletely bewildered—did not know where I was, I spied a 
neat cottage near the water's edge. I soon reached the place 
and hailed. A nice lady came to the door. I told her who 
T was, that I was lost and. wanted to go to Gainesville to 
hold a quarterly meeting. She siood for a moment, seemed 
to be in a deep study and then said: “I am aware of the 
difficulties under which people labor in traveling through 
this country.” After making inquiry about different preach- 
ers she. had met in other days, she told me to go in a cer- 
tain direction till I came to an old road, take the left hand 
end of the same, keep in the ‘old beaten track,’ and I would 
get to Spencer's mill. I did so, found the mill and spent 
the night with Mr. King whom I had known in former years. 
Next morning by nine o'clock I had reached the home cf 
Brother McFadden, where I was due the previous night. He 
and I went to church; I preached, then sang the “Golden 
Harp.” Brother McFadden. got happy and shouted all over 
the house. He was a good and true man. I spent several 
nights with him before I left the district. 

At the end of the three years, I gave up the district and 
was placed in charge of one of the poorest circuits in Brook- 
haven District. I was just as happy and contented when 
back in the pastorate as | was when presiding elder, 


CHAPTER XII. 


In the summer of 1869 our first-born son, Willie, had a 
severe attack of sickness, At the time I was away from 
home on the district. At Silvarena I came in contact with 
a severe type of flux. After reaching home I took the dis- 
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ease and came near dying. Little Willie, who was just up 
from his spell, was much about my bed,. He took the dis- 
ease, and in a week’s time breathed his last. In Nuvember, 
1870, we moved from near Williamsburg in Covington County, 
where we had lived during the time I was pres = elder, 
to Helmesville in Pike County, leaving the grave of our lit- 
tle Willie behind. He came as near being a little angel as 
any child I ever saw. Not long before he died he sang, 
“I want to be an angel.” We found it hard to give him up; 
but God reminds us that “Of such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven.” 

My parents were old and feeble, and they desired me to 
take charge of their home and tarm, with the promise that 
should fall heir to same when they passed away. Really, 
did not know what to do. To comply with their request 
would have to give up the district. After considering the 
metter carsfully and prayerfully, 1 decided to comply with 
t request, So we moved ic Holmesville and lived there 
twelve years, during which time I served Franklipton, China 
Grove, Holmesville, Magnolia and Amite Charges. I was 
five years in charge of Holmesville Church, where my parents

almost across the river, I said, ‘Mother, how is it now?”

Just six years and fourteen days after her death father 
joined her in the skies. Thus two as good people as ever 
lived in Pike County went home to rest. 

In july and August, .1874, we held revival. meetings in all 
of my four churches,. At China Grove fifty were converted 
and foined the church. The Spartansville meeting resulted 
in| ty additions to the church.

eight members were added, and at Magnolia more than 
iwenty came into the fold. 

During my .pastorate at China Grove I had some serious 
difficulties to settle between parties, There are but few 
misunderstandings among people who are truly saved and 
have the mind and spirit.of Christ, If all good people world 
be careful to cast the beam out of their own eyes, they couid 
see Clearly to cast the,mote out of their brother’s eye. Dur- 
ing our meeting at China Grove, while God was wonder- 
fully blessing our labors, a good sister one morning handed 
me a letter, saying, “Brother Lewis, read this letter.” I tock 
it, read it, then, without any comment handed it back to her, 
hoping that would be the last of it. But not so. She said, 
“What do you think of that?” I said, “Well, sister, you know 
we all are Hable to do, say or write things when we are in 
an ill humor that we would not when in a good humor. Sis- 
ter P, was angry when she wrote that letter, and of course 
she wrote some things she ought not to.have written.” “I 
think so, too,” she said. I then said to her, “Sister T., we are 
having a good meeting: let us drop all this trouble and ¢o 
to work right, and God will give us a great victory. The 
love of God is the best thing in the world .to settle dis- 
culties.” She said no more. 

That afternoon I.visited Sister P. As I took my seat in 
her parlor, I saw she had been crying. I said, “Sister P., 
how are you getting along?” “Bad enough,” was her repls. 
She then told me of her trouble with Mrs. T., alluding +o 
the letter she .had written and other matters. I told her I 
had read the letter, and repeated to her what I had said to 
Mrs. T. Then I added: “Sister P., let us drop the whole 
matter, go to work and have a good meeting.” I never heard 
of the trouble afterwards, but before the revival ended I 
had the great joy of seeing these good sisters embrace each 
other and shout aloud the praises of God. 

When there are difficulties between brethren, the paster 
should never take sides with either party. Treat all alike 
as near as you can consistently. If you lean either way, ler 
it be in favor of the weaker brother. So many have been 
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driven from the church by improper treatment or conduct on 
the part of unwise pastors. 

I have had occasion to write many letters to different peo- 
ple under my pastorate, or in whom I felt special interest. 
I have never written an anonymous letter, I have written 
some letters for which I have been ashamed afterwards, and 
have endeavored to make proper apologies. But never have 
I written one without signing my name to it, To write 
anonymous letters is like stabbing a fellow in the back, and 
it takes a coward to do that. I wrote a letter to a man 
once who was known to be a bad man. When I met him 
again, he seemed to be glad to see me and thanked me for 
the letter, No, ] would advise all my young brethren to do 
all the good to all the men they possibly can, but never be 
guilty of writing anonymous letters. If you can’t afford to 
put your name to what you write, don't write it. 

A man many years ago wrote me a very rough letter. I 

1 it, put it in my pocket and went home. After a few 
uayS I reed it again. He accused me of things I was clear 
of. Yet, viewing it from the standpoint he occupied while 
in an ili humor, he thought he was right. 1 prayed over it 
till I thought I could reply in the proper-spirit; then I pro- 
ceeded to show him where he was mistaken. He was a good 
friend of mine afterwards 

I have never had any trouble in getting along with rea- 
sonable people. Good people often differ in their views or 
opinions about religion, politics and other things; but with 
the spirit of Christ in their hearts they can get along to- 
gether peaceably. I have often heard this: "“I am willing to 
80 half way to have peace.” Why not go the other half, and 
‘a Httle the rise’ if necessary, rather than be at variance 
with a brother? The blessed Savior came all the way from 
heaven, then went all the way to Calvary to keep you and 
me out of hell. Let us seek to have the mind and spirit of 
Christ. 


After staying as long at Magnolia and Holmesyille as our 
church law would allow, my presiding elder, Rev. L. A. God- 
“vey, said to me, “Where do you want to go?” I said, “If you

CHAPTER NII. 


When put in charge of Amite Circuit it embraced nearly 
all of Amite County, with a small portion of Lincoln and 
Franklin Counties. Brother John Ritchie, now of North Mis- 
sissippi Conference, had been on the work four years. I soon 
learned he was held in high esteem by the people in general, 
and by Methodists in particular. One good sister said to me 
socn after I took charge of the work, “I hope we will not 
be so loath to give you up as we were to give up Brother 
Ritchie.” Another one said to me, just after our great re- 
vival at Adams Camp Ground, in speaking of the revival, 
“T cannot but believe it is in part the result of Brother 
Ritchie's faithful preaching.” “One soweth and another 
reapeth.” J] served the Amite Charge under difficulties, At 
that time they had no parsonage on the work. It was twenty 
miles from where I lived, near Holmesville, to the nearest 
appointment, I had six regular appointments, besides three 
or four places where I was expected to preach occasionally. 
JT usually left home on Friday or Saturday and returmed home 
the following Monday week. Sometimes I stayed away from 
home over three Sundays, or 18 or 20 days. I tried to see 
each of my members in his own home. 

Qn one occasion, after spending a night with Brother Allen 
Tarver, one of the best men I ever knew, he said to me as I 


was about to leave for home: “Brother Lewis, I want you 
to call and see Sister Gerald; she is in trouble, and I fear 
our preachers do not visit her often.” “Tell me where she

CHAPTER XIV. 


In November, 1882, my presiding elder, J. A. B. Jones, 
sate of our Conference, asked me where 1] wanted to go. I 
said, “To Providence Circuit.” : 

Conference met in Crystal Springs, December 13. 1 was 
Put in charge of the Providence Circuit. I sold my place and 
stock, tore up the bridges behind me and left Holmesville 
late in December. By the Ist of January we were com- 
fortably fixed in a nice new parsonage, the first we had ever 
lived in. J had been in the Conference 25 years before we 
lived in a home provided by the Church. Why? Because 
we had been in charge of works too poor, or too indifferent 
to provide homes for preachers. Most of the charges I 
Served in those years have nice homes for preachers now. 
Columbia, Tylertown, Magnolia, Liberty and Adams have 
homes for the preacher. I found the Providence Circuit to 
be a pleasant work. Better people I have seldom, if ever, 
served. I served the work three years. ; 
Bers in April, 1883, that I was bruised and mangled in one 
' ae worst tornadoes that ever passed over that country.

Our second Quarterly Meeting was on hand. My presiding 
elder, J. A. B. Jones, was with us, The wind, had been blow- 
ing hard from the southwest forty-eight hours or nore. We 
spent Saturday night in the home of Hon. J. H. Catchings, 
near Georgetown. Sunday morning was dark and gloomy. 
Clouds were running low and fast. 1 said to Brother Jones, 
“We are going to have a storm.” At li o’clock we were at 
the church. The congregation was small, owing to the 
threatening weather. Sermon over; two joined the Church; 
last prayer, then benediction. J looked at Brother Jones 
and said, “We are going to have a storm.” “Maybe not,” he 
said, I walked out of the church, saw the clouds were run- 
ring low and fast; heard the storm approaching. Brother 
J. H. Catehings cried out, “Tell everybody to stay in the 
house, there is a storm coming.” I walked back into the 
house, repeated what Brother atchings had said, then 
walked to thé west end of the house, where stood my pre- 
siding elder and his wife looking at a man running, with 
his eyes seemingly fixed on some object. We saw him fall 
down and throw his arms around a stump. Just then the 
storm struck the church. A large tree fell and struck the 
east end of the church; another struck the south side. Of 
all the loud screaming on the part of the women and chil- 
dren I ever heard, I heard it then. We men, some of us at 
least, were doing some earnest praying. I saw the house 
would go to pieces and would fall. No chance to dodge; no 
place to hide. The idea struck me that the safest plan was to 
get down flat on the floor. I remember getting on my knees 
and hands, but knew no more for quite awhile. How long I lay 
in an unconscious state I do not know—perhaps not over 
five or ten minutes. When I came to myself I was lying 
flat on the floor with a heavy weight on top of me. A very 
heavy weight was on my head. Fortunately while I was ly- 
ing on my stomach my face was to one side—the right side 
resting on a bench that had been mashed to the floor; the 
left side, it seemed to me, had a thonsand-pound weight on 
it. Everything was still. I just could breathe a little. 

After awhile I heard voices, like people talking in an ex- 
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cited tone. I tried to call for help, but could only say, 
“Heip.” After the third call Whit Steel said, “We will get 
you as quick as we can.” I said no more but did some loud 
groaning to let them know I was still alive. After twenty 
or thirty minutes I was relieved, the weight being litted off 
my head. I at once discovered that my right arm was 
broken and doubled, It was a bad break. Only one, a Mr. 
Savage, Was killed. Ten or twleve were hurt. Sister Steel 
of Crystal Springs and myself were the only ones seriously 
hurt; but not the only ones frightened nearly to death, In 
fact, I think we two were less frightened than any of the 
others. I was taken to the home of Hon. J. H. Catchings, 
where I was well cared for till I was able, three weeks later, 
te be taken to my home at Tryus, fifteen miles away. For 
months afterwards I never saw a deep ditch or washout with- 
out thinking what a good place to get into in time of storm.

4 corld hear talked about for weeks afterwards. 1 often 
found myself singing a song I frequently heard mother sing

I served Providence Circuit three years, got on well with 
the people; made good reports at Conference, The work 
paid my predecessor $425. It paid me $600 each year I 
was there. We had nine in our family, and it required close 
economy to live on $600. 

Late in the year 1885 we had measles in our home, a se- 
vere tyne. Conference met in Meridian that year: Bishop 
MecTyeire presided. Brother T. B. Holloman was my room- 
mate during Conference. To my certain knowledge each one 
of my stewards had requested my presiding elder to let me 
remain on the work; yet I felt just like we were going to 
be moved. If you want to see a poor fellow in great sus- 
pense, just watch a preacher who expects to be moved, but 
has no idea where he is going to land. Well, I felt a little 
that way. I said to my wife when I started to Conference, 
“Yon need not be surprised if we are sent to Lauderdale.” 

“hy I said it I do not know. For some weeks I had been

thinking of and preaching from the text, “Let every man be 
swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath.”

CHAPTER XY. 


On my return from Conference in 1885, I said to my wife, 
“Well, we have to move to Lauderdale.” She looked sur- 
prised and troubled; then said, “I wish Bishop McTyeire 
could just look in our house and see the sick ones.” About 
five of our children and two grandchildren were sick with 
measles in our house, and my poor wife was about broken 
down. Dr, Hennington; our family physician, and his good 
wife, together with other good women, gave us every atten- 
tion needed. It was a month or more before we could move. 
Late in January, 1886, we left Tryus one moruing with two 
of our children still sick. 

A Sister Grice, precious woman, had prepared a lunch- 
basket, well filled with good things to eat, and gave it to us 
as we passed her house. (I was hungry and ye fed me.) 
She will never know perhaps how it was appreciated. We 
never left better people behind than we did when we left 
‘Yryus, or Providence Circuit. At Wesson we took the train; 
about sundown we got to Jackson. The Legislature was in 
session, many visitors were in the city, so we soon learned 
“there was no room for us in the inns.” There we were 
in the depot, with two sick children, and no place to sleep. 
Dr. C. G. Andrews, God bless his memory, came to our re- 
liet. He secured a room for us with two beds. There were 
eight of us, so we slept four in a bed. Yet, with it all, we 
were cheerful and happy. We were in the Lord’s work; and 
we felt sure the Lord would provide. 
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It was late in the day before we got a train to Meridian, 
and it was & or 9 o’clock at night before we arrived there. 
In a little while we were aboard a train on the Mobile and 
Ohio, and by 10 p. m. we were at Lauderdale, We were 
piloted to a hotel where we were forced to go to sleep 
hungry, not having had anything to eat in ten hours, We 
slept the best we could with four in a bed. Next morning, 
after a late breakfast, I started out in search of the preach- 
er’s home. An old, dilapidated hox-house was pointed out 
tome. It was in what had been a “frog pond.” I soon pro- 
cured the key and opened up the house. I found that good 
women had been there. A ton of coal, a barrel of flour, 
sugar, coffee, rice and other good things had been put there 
for the incoming preacher and family. In a day or two, 
two good women came to the parsonage and handed the 
preacher $40. We soon learned we were among good 
friends. We find good people everywhere. But why did 
Bishop MeTyeire send me to Lauderdale? We shall see. 

In about a week after we got to Lauderdale, a Mrs, Ken- 
hedy, my organist, said to me one day, “Brother Lewis, what 
do you think of the holiness people?” I did not understand 
what she meant, hence I said, “What did you say?” She 
repeated, “What do you think of the holiness people?” 
said to her “I don’t understand what you mean.’ ZI assured 
her I had not heard of any holiness people in Lauderdale. 
She then said, “I fear they are going to break up our 


church;” then added, “Don’t misunderstand me, I believe - 


they are good people, but they are ‘cranky.’ Afterwards I 
heard a man say, “There is room in heaven for fools and 
cranks, but no room for hypocrites and unbelievers.” I said 
to Sister K., “I can't answer your question. Wait till I am 
Prepared to give an intelligent answer; then, if I deem it 
best te do so, I will answer it; if not I won’t answer it.” I 
never did answer it. I then began to understand, in part, 
why I was sent there. 

I moved along as prudently, and cautiously, and prayer- 
fully as I could. Much of my time was spent on my knees, 
Pleading with God for divine guidance in all matters. The 
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holiness people met for worship every Friday night and 
every first Sunday. In my absence my good wife attended 
one of their meetings. She heard the bell ring, so went to 
church, not kn hat it was a holiness meeting. She 
was well dressed: a nice bonnet with a feather in it. 
She had no idea a sensation her presence produced 
among some of the people. She listened attentively to what 
was read,

sing aid suid. She soon felt at home. At the 
oper tme she arese with a face beaming with love and 


sweetness, and gave in one of the brightest, most ringing 
testimonials of e sanctification some of those people 
had heard. She. notwithstanding her bonnet with a 
feather in it, captivated the entire congregation. They were 
delighted to know they had a preacher whose wife had reli- 
gion enough to pr her to get up and tell it. 

A few ‘ds. wife and I went to one of their 
knew we were being watched. Some 
worse than they did the devil, and 
the new preacher and wife know what 
people.

And, strange 
to say, he sometimes gets some preachers to help him, After 
I had been there over two years a Dr. Peters of the Presby- 
terian Church, who had «ided against the holiness people, 
said to me one day, “Brother Lewis, I heartily approve of the 
course you have pursued since you came here.” He then 
said, “Say what you please, these holiness people have done 
us good—put some of our people to reading the Bible—

CHAPTER XVI. 


While’ at Lauderdale I had occasion to study men and 
means in a way I never had before. Everywhere I go I find 
people wedded to their creed more than to their God. I 
found a few such in and around Lauderdale. Some people 
worship their church, some worship their favorite preacher, 
seme their particular mode of baptism, while a few are de- 
voted to their God and Bible, losing sight of their denomina- 
tional preferences, 

The more religion, pure and undefiled, one enjoys, the less 
bigoted, sectarian selfishness and the like there is in him. 
The man or woman who cannot afford to go to any church 
save that of his own faith and order betrays a vast amount 
of profound ignorance or sectarian bigotry. Religion is love 
—love to God and mankind. 

Among the good men I met at Lauderdale was one Shade 
Jamerson. He was a railroad man, conductor of a work 
train, with headquarters at Lauderdale. He was a strict 
member of the Baptist Church. He became deeply inter- 

- ested in the “second blessing” theory of sanctification. He 
sought, and, as he said, obtained the blessing of perfect 


barn, 


love. He talked it, he preached it, he sang it and he liked 
it. He was at our first Quarterly Conference in Lauderdale, 
in March, 1886. On Sunday, after the 11 o'clock sermon, all 
Christians were invited to come forward and join in the com- 
munion service. Brother Jamerson belonged to a church 
that would net allow its members te commune with other 
denominations, hence he sat back and looked on while Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians and others gathered around the com- 
munion altar and there commemorated the death and resur- 
rection of the Savior. His conscience smote him. For the first 
time in his life he felt he was doing wrong by not com- 
muning with Christians of other denominations. He said to 
me afterwards, “I knew they were God's children; yet my 
church would not let me commune with them.” No wonder 
his conscience smote him, His eyes were being opened. He 
promised the Lord that if He would forgive him he would 

do so any more. The next opportunity he had, he went 
~ ward, Kneeled and partook of the Holy Sacrament. His 
Church separated him from its fellowship, and, with a sad 
heart he told ime about it. I said to him: “Brother Jamer- 
son, don’t remain out, but join some church.” He did so, 
and in a short while applied to my Church for membership. 
I handed him a Methodist Discipline, told him to read it care- 
fully, and report to me at my next appointment there. He 
did so, and I administered the vows of our Church.to him. 
In a short while we gave him license to exhort, which he 
used in a way that was a credit to himself and a blessing to 
others, and very helpful to me as his pastor, God bless all 
such men. 

Early in the year 1886, ] visited a home about a half mile 
from town. As I drew near the front door, an old gentleman 
came to meet me. Said I, “Brother Jamerson?” “No,” this 
is Brother Jamerson’s father,” was his reply. After spend- 
ing a little while with Sister Jamerson and her daughter, I 
called for a Bible. She said, “Brother Lewis, I am sorry to 
have to tell you, we have no Bible. We had one once, but in 

oving it got wet and came to pieces. However, I may be 

vie to find a part of it.” “Do so,” said I. “It may be we 
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ean find something worth reading in it.’ I read: we kneeled 
in prayer together. I afterwards wrote to Nashville for a 
Jarge type book of the Psalms and gave it to the good sis- 
ter. She paid for it in butter. The next time I visited her, 
she said to me: “Brother Lewis, I have read my Book 
through.” “It will bear reading again,’ I said. “Yes, and I 
am going to read it again,” was her reply. Her daughter 
then said: “Brother Lewis, that is the only Scripture I ever 
knew my father to read, I have often seen him reading that 
Book.” 

Before I left Lauderdale, both these old people professed 
faith in Christ; died in peace and went home to rest. Their 
son, Shade Jamerson, said to me: “No doubt that Book you 
gave mother was the means in God's hands of bringing them 
to Christ.” 

It pays to distribute good books, and there is no better 
book than the Bible. I have given away many Bibles and Tes- 
taments, and I find it pays to do so. If our preachers would 
supply themselves with good books and tracts and scatter 
them among people who need information on various matters 
of religious interest (such as Christian Perfection, Infant 
Baptism, Final Perseverance of the Saints, etc.), it would be 
of vast importance to the Church. After I became acquainted 
with the situation of things in and around Lauderdale, I went 
to work, raised a tract fund, procured a good lot of tracts 
bearing on the subject of Christian living and put them in the 
hands of the people T thought they would do the most good. [ 
was afterwards gratified with the results. It pays to scatter 
good literature broadcast over the land; not your own alone, 
but also some one else’s productions. 

I have often thought, if some preachers and others who 
are so bitter against the residue, or “second blessing” theory 
of sanctification only had another baptism or two of the 
Spirit, they would not be .so bitter. Let your people enjoy 
all there is for them in the religion of Christ, and exhort 
them to “go on to perfection.” 

I like a man who has religion enough to prompt him to say 
“Amen!” at the proper time when some one else is preach- 


Xa” 


ing. Some one asked Brother Ira Robertson why he did so 
much better in preaching to the negroes than when preach- 
ing to the white people. A colored brother who was stand- 
ing near said: “We hopes him.” Yes. it helps a preacher 
to hear a hearty “Amen!” coming from a good man while he 
is preaching, 

While at Lauderdale, my oldest preacher-boy, Barney, was 
licensed to preach. [In 1888, Conference met in 
and Bishop Hargrove presided. I was read out for Benton. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


Once before leaving Lauderdale, I had my oldest preacher- 
boy, Barney, to try his hand at preaching, I called on 
Brother Allen Morse to make the closing prayer. He was 
one of our best men, He prayed earnestly for ithe young 
brother; then he invoked the blessings of God upon his 

sed father.” This happened twenty-seven years ago. I 
wid not think I had the appearance of being aged. Yet I 
knew I was not as young and strong as I had been. 

After spending three years at Lauderdale, which were to 
us, at least, both pleasant and profitable. we moved to Ben- 
ton in Yazoo County, Here we were well received, It was 
the best work financially we had ever served. We found a 
good parsonage very well furnished. The stewards seemed 
teady and willing to take care of us, We found pleasant 
people everywhere we went; kind, generous, noble-hearted, 
liberal, but not spiritual as a rule. There were the Swayzes, 
Kings. Ellisons, Ewings, Punches, Smiths, and others, all 
whole-souled people, but with the most of them the one thing 
needful was lacking. I suppose not ‘more than one family 
altar existed on all the work. Yet a kinder people I never 
served. I grew faint, tired and hungry for some real spirit- 
ual fellowship. 

I began work in real earnest for a revival of religion. Ia 
July, with the help of Rev.-J. A. Bowen, of the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference at that time, we secured the services 


f Rev. Joe s.aes, brother of the noted evangelist, Sam 


sor 
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Jones, of Cartersville, Ga. He came and we began the meet- 
ing the third Sunday in July. He preached three times a 
day for seven days, The people came in large crowds from 
all over the country. More than one hundred were awakened 
and joined the Church. Everybody seemed pleased. Many 
family altars were erected. A large number of heads of 
families were converted and joined. Many of them proved 
faithful, while some fell by the way. 

One, Dr. Caruthers, who haq been a drunkard, but a 
mighty clever man, was converted, and with his good wife 
joined the Church, He made a faithful, good member, He 
was soon elected as Sunday school superintendent, and 
served the Church as steward, recording and District steward 
and was elected as a delegate to the District and Ania 
Conferences. After his conversion he also served his 
County for more than one term as representative. He died 
in 1909 in Yazoo City, after a long and painful illness. J 
loved him as a brother, After the death of my first wife, in 
August, 1904, 1 received from him one of the most heart- 
comforting and helpful letters it was ever my privilege to 
receive. May God watch over and take care of his lonely 
widow, . 

When Dr, Caruthers was made superintendent of the Sun- 
day school, he first hesitated to serve, saying he had never 
had any experience in such work, Old Brother King and 
others assured him that they would stand by him and help 
him. I gave him a book on the Sunday school work. The 
school was started in October, 1889. In a short time he had 
a large, flourishing school. He threw his whole soul into 
the work. He told his Sunday school that they could depend 
on his being there and on time, rain or shine, cold or kot. 
One Sunday morning, when he awoke, it was raining. He 
waited till just time to get there, hoping the rain would 
cease. But instead the rain increased, He started not to go, 
not expecting any one else to venture out in such weather: 
but remembering his promise made to the children, which ie 
to that time he had not broken, he decided to so. When he 
reached the church, to his great Surprise he found twelve 


or fourteen children there waiting for him. This ought to be 
a ljesson to all superintendents, teachers and Christian 
workers. 

I heard Bishop McTyeire talking to a class of young preach- 
ers some years ago, and among other things he said: “Be 
prompt—always be on time. It is better for the preacher to 
wait for his congregation than for the congregation to wait 
for the preacher.” One young brother straightened himself 
up at full length and said: “I always endeavor to be on 
time, Bishop.” The good Bishop locked at him quizzically 
and said: “Were you here at roll-cail this morning?” “No,” 
said the young brother, “That is what it means,” said the 
Bishop. By attending fathfully and timely to his duties Dr. 
Caruthers was honored by the Church and the people of his 
County. It pays to do things just right and at the right time. 

Qnee during my stay at Benton, while performing a mar- 
riage ceremony, the first time I stcnped to get my breath 
the groom said in an excited way: “I will.” A man sitting 
on the floor in front of me laughed. I was amused, of course, 
but finished the ceremony. 

On another occasion I received a letter from a young widow 
to be at her home on a certain evening to perform a cere- 
mony for her, On reaching the place I found the groom had 
secured the services of a Baptist preacher, who was present. 
In a few moments some one handed me the marriage license 
with a $10 bill. The next day a notice of the marriage ap- 
peared in a Yazoo City paper stating that the-ceremony was 
performed by this same Baptist preacher. I had the fee, 
and did not object to his sharing the honor. 

At another time I was sent for to officiate at the funeral 
of a man who was to be buried at Midway Church. I went, 
and to my surprise a very large crowd had gathered at the 
church, most of them strangers to me. Not knowing any- 
thing myout the party, I read Job, 14th Chapter, and took 
for my text: “Man dieth and wasteth away: yea, man giveth 
up the ghost, and where is he?’ I had unusual liberty in 
talking. Uncle Billy King said to me afterwards: “Brother 
Lewis, you did not give those old ‘Hardshells’ any showing 
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whatever.” “I did the best I could.’ was my reply. He 
said: “I never heard a more ajpropriate sermon. The man 
that died belonged to a ‘Hardshell’ family, but he himself 
died out of the Church.” ‘i 

On one occasion. a doctor, an old man, said to me: ‘Mr. 
———- belongs to your church, does he not?” J said: “Yes.” 
“He is no good,’ said the doctor. Afterwards, this same 
doctor joined the church, and I was made to think of the 
doctor just as he had said about Mr. “He is no good.” 

At the ciose of my second year at Benton, I said to my 
presiding elder: “I have been here long encugh. It is time 
for me to move.’ He seemed surprised and grieved, and 
said; “I have not heard an objection to your being returned 
from any source.’ The stewards told him to let me remain 
on the work. He did, but as ! saw it, it was a mistake. 

The welfare of the church is always of more importance, 
and I believe should pe so considered by the presiding elders 
and others than the interest of the men who serve the work. 
Many works have suffered by keeping the same man in 
charge. One year is just as long as some ought to stay on a 
work. Many preachers wear out in jess than two years. 
When such is the case, it usually works detriment to the in- 
terest of the cause to keep a man longer. It is better for a 
preacher to have to suffer inconvenience and hardships on 
account of having to move often, than to allow the church to 
suffer by keeping a man in charge who proves ill adapted to 
the place. 

Some years ago a man said to me: “Our church is dead. 
it will be as dead as Hector, if C. is returned.” His preacher 
and presiding elder were fond of playing certain games, and 
would hurry through prayer-meeting on Wednesday evenings 
so as to be on hand at the “Social Club,’ where games were 
played, The preacher was returned, and the church has had 
no spiritual life since. We read of churches being twice- 
dead plucked up by the root. Some one is to blame. A man 
who has not the courage to move a preacher when he ought 
to be moveri, should not be a presiding elder. 

While at Benton, for the first time I felt able to buy a 
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piano for our home, We had with us at the time our six 
voungest children, and all of them were fond of musie, So 
early in the year 1889, we had a nice, new piano placed in 
our home. It proved a great blessing to our children. It 
served to give them profitable employment and entertain- 
ment when at home; also to keep them from places where a 
preacher's children ought not to go. We had music, but not 
dancing, at our home nearly every night for ten years. 

Dr. Abby, late of Yazoo City, enjoyed visiting our home 
and hearing the children sing. Rev. J. M. Pew, late of our 
Conference, visited our home quite often. He would sit and 
listen to the children sing, get happy and shout. 

One of our boys was converted while we were in Benton, 
He was a little over six years of age. He is now telling the 
story of the Cross to others, and God is blessing him in 
his work. His mother had him praying in family service be- 
fore he was seven years of age. 


CHAPTER XVIII. ‘ 


In December, 1891, Conference met in Brookhaven, with 
Bishop Hendrix to preside. At the close of the session I was 
read out for the Caseyville Circuit, Brookhaven District. 
My presiding elder was R. S. Woodward. It was Monday 
night when we received our appointments. A brother said 
to me: “One of your stewards is around here by the organ 
and wishes to see you.” We were introduced, and as he 
grasped my hand he said: “Brother Lewis, I am so glad you 
are to be our preacher; let us go to work and have a good 
lime.” [t was Horace Godbold. I assured him that that was 
my purpose. He handed me ten dollars, saying: “Do you need 
this tc.move?” Before reaching my new work, Uncle Dave 
McRee gave me $10, an@ another brother handed me $2.50. 
Thus I received money from three of my stewards before 
reaching my work. 

I hastened home, got things ready, and in due time had my 
family snugly fixed in a nice new $2000 parsonage. I soon 
found we were among good people. Early in January I met

for the first time Dr, Grafion, of the Presbyterian Church. 
I had preached at Union Church, his home, and he at Casey- 
ville) my home. We met in Homochitto swamp, about mid- 
way between Caseyville and Union Church. Somehow, we 
were looking for, or expecting to meet each other. Wheu 
within about thirty feet of each other, he lifted his hat and I 
lifted mine. ‘Brother Lewis,” he said: “Brother Grafton,” 
I responded. “What was your subject today?” he said. 
“Courageousness,’ Was my reply, ‘An appropriate subject; 
your people need to be courageous,” was his comment, 
Brother Graiton proved a good friend, and was helpful in 


many Ways. His people called me “Brother Lewis,” but 
called him “Mr. Grafton.” 

During my ministry I have been called by “various and 
sundry” title The Jews called me ‘“Reverend;” the negroes 
called me er;"’ the Preshyterians generally called me 
“Mister;:"' while the Methodists and Baptists calied me 
“Brother.” There are some people who don’t know any bet- 


ter, and others because of my age and long standing in the 
ministry, wao call me “Doctor. The profoundly ignorant 
sometimes call me ‘Parson,’ or ‘“Passon,”’ so you see Iam 
known by many titles. 

When we reached the parsonage on Caseyville Circuit, 
quite a company of peopie were there to bid us welcome, A 
nice supper had been prepared for us. After supper we read 
some Scripture and had a song and prayer service, after 
which the crowd disappeared. Upon looking around we found 
that these gocd people had left us enough provisions to last 
several days. 

Early in the year Uucle Dave McRee and some others 
bought a nice buggy and presented it to the new preacher, 
A similar neble deed had been done by the good people of 
the Benton charge. How it helps a preacher for his people 
to look after his comfort and convenience! 

We stayed two years at Caseyville; had good revivals at 
éach of my four appointments, While in a meeting at 
Bethesda, om one occasion, some thoughtless young mer 
from the railroad, together with some thoughtless young 
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women, gave us some trouble. Day after day they would 
take their seats directly in front of the preacher, watch him 
very closely, Hsten apparently to what he was saying, watch 
the effeét the preaching was having upon the unsaved, but 
all in a way that convinced me that they were there to make 
light and interfere. I endured it the best I could till the 
morning of the third day. I prayed the good Lord to help 
me throw a “bomb” among them and run them off. I read 
the parable of the Sower, and said the devil used some peo- 
ple to assist in his dirty work among the “wayside hearers.” 
I noticed that Uncle Blue and Brother Horace Godbold were 
apparently very restless and uneasy, They took in the situ- 
ation, saw what I was after, and were afraid of the conse 
quences. Horace CGodhold said to me afterwards: “I saw the 
Lord wanted to use ¥ in His owas good way, while you kept 
pulling back; finally you surrendered, and were hung upon the 
wall, while the Holy Spirit had the right of way.’ Suffice it 
to say, the sermon had’ the desired effect. The disturbers 
left and never returned. After their departure we had a 
good meeting. 

It was while we were engaged in this meeting that Sister 
Horace Godbold received a great blessing. The service had 
been dismissed for dinner. Brother Gédbold took his dinner 
box to the table in the churchyard and stood there waiting for 
his wife to come and spread the dinner. I saw that she was 
too happy to look after the dinner; so I told Brother G. 
that his wife was in the church too happy to look after the 
dinner provided for the physical man. In a little while he 
was in the church rejoicing with his good wife. How de- 
lightful it is to see husband and wife, parents and children 
together, happy in the love of God. 

On one accasion, a member of Bethesda Church lost count 
of the days of the week. On Sunday morning, after breakfast, 
his wife went about her household duties, while he got his 
horse and went to his field to work. A neighbor called and 
found Mrs. E. at work. “Where is your husband?” asked the 
neighbor. “Plowing,” was her reply as she went © about 
her work, The neighbor remarked: “I can work as much 
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on week days as I want to without stealing the Lord’s time.” 
The poor woman looked troubled, laid aside her work, sent 
in great haste to the field and had her husband called in. 
When | -t the brother afterwards, he looked troubled, and 
said some of his neighbors were talking about ecburching him 
for Wor on the Sabbath day.

Late in the summer 
I mentioned the matter to the Shériff. He took down my 
name, list Of taxable broperty, and said he would report it 
to the Board of Supervisors, At the proper time in Novem- 
ber, I called on him to settle my tax. “I have nothing 
against you,” said the Captain. Some time ago, I saw some- 
thing from a layman about preachers neglecting to pay their 
taxes. Poll tax is nearly all mos: preachers have to pay. 
Some few have a horse, buggy and watch, and that is about 
all. I hate to see, as is seen sometimes, the name of a 
preacher among delinquent taxpayers, Others besides preacb- 
ers notice it. Another thing I dislike is to follow a man who 
has left a bad record behind him, caused by refusing, or 
neglecting to pay debts he has made, 

We had been in Summit but a skort time. when a milk man 
stopped in front of our gate and called for two pitchers, ona 
for sweet and the other for sour nulk. He proposed to fur- 
nish us milk free of charge, I went out aud thanked him for 
kind offer. “Not at all,” he said, “it is a debt I owe.” 
Fre was a son of old Brother Levin Lake who was introduced 
to our Conference in Jackson, in 1 Some weeks after- 
wards, I saw this in some paper: “What would Paul have 
thought of Timothy if be had seen a milk Wagon standing in 
front of his gate some Sunday morning?” Tf sat still in pro- 
found silence a moment, then read it again. I called my 
wife and read it to her. I then said: “I am going to ask 
Brother Lake to pass us by after this on Sundays.” “it 
might make him mad,” said my good wife. “Well,” I said, 
“I would rather do without milk all the time, than in any 
Way to encourage Sunday trafic,” So the following Satur- 
day I said’to the milk man: “Brother Lake, you need not 
stop here to-morrow morning.” He looked at me as though 
he did not know what I meant, I then said: “We have some 
conscientious scruples about this Sunday traffic.” He then 
said: “I wish everybody had.”

When we reached Summit, we found our peeple worshiping 
in the Jewish Synagogue. Our Israelitish brethren had kind- 
ly tendered us the use of their place of worship after our 
church had veen torn down, till we could build again. I no- 
ticed in the congregation the first time I preached in Sum- 
mit a Jew I had known when I was a boy. He knew me 
long before ] became a preacher, He was a friend of my 
uncie, Rey. W. B. Lewis, who died in 1857. After this he 
was often in my congregation, and would sometimes weep 
while I was preaching. 

The Jews were very kind to us while we were at Summit. 
One of them, a merchant, asked me if I did not have a 
book called “The Man of Galilee.” I loaned him the book, 
and with it another, "The Drummer Boy.” He read them 
both, and when he returned them, said he liked “The Drum- 
mer Boy” the best. 

One of my stewards asked a Jew if he would not help 

rem pay the preacher's salary. “Yes,” was his reply. Then 
ne added: “Why don’t you assess me like you assess the 
other members?” 1 sometimes fear we dre not paying the 
attention we should to our Israelitish brethren. 

While we were at Summit, Brother Peter James, late of 
Yazoo City, proposed to pay the way of one boy one year 
through Millsa. College, to be selected by the presiding 
elders of the Mississippi Conference. There were sixteen 
applicants for the place. My son, Henry, being strongly rec- 
ommended by Brother M. L. Burton, was selected to be the 
beneficiary. As Brother James was to pay Henry's way, I 
decided to strain a point and send his older brother, John, 
too. But I had no money, and it takes money to put a boy 
through college. I went to an old friend, Clinton Atkinson, 
who. had known me from childhood—knew my father before 
me—and told him 1 wanted.some money. “How much do you 
want?” he said. My reply was that I needed $30 or $40. He 
said: “Go to the bank and get all you want.” He was pres- 
ident of the bank. So I went, was invited inside the office

CHAPTER XX. 


While we were at Caseyville, a country show passed 
through our neighborhood. The man advertising it came a 
day or two ahead, and placed posters around, stating when 
and where it would be, and that ministers and their families 
would be admitted free of charge. The show was to be on 
Monday morning. The Sunday morning before, while sitting 
at my desk preparing for preaching service, I happened to 
look in the direction of the church and saw a man in front 
of the church, tacking up notices of the show on trees around 
the church. I laid down my pen, got my hat and walked up 
to the church. I said to the man: ‘My friend, this is the 
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sin is of the devil.’ Read thoughtfully and prayerfully 
I John, 3rd chapter. 

Many of our people are hungry, oh, so hungry, for plain, 
practical, old-time Methodist, Gospel sermons. John Wesley 
said: ‘Education is a good thing; saving souls is a better 
thing.” 

While at Caseyville, I preached a plain, earnest sermon on 
the judgment. An old man, a hypocrite in the church, sitting 
in the rear, got scared, jumped up, ran to and kneeled at the 
altar. He was the most restless man I had seen in a long 
time. I asked Brother Horace Godbold what was the matter 
with him. “Your sermon got close to him, woke him up, 
frightened him,” was his repiy. I heard a preacher say once: 
“About one in five of my members are religious.” ‘Very 
good per cent,’’ ] said. Another preacher said to me: “Not 
aman in this congregation knows anything about religion.” 
This was at a $1500 station. May God wake us preachers 
up, and give us courage to “cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and show my people their transgression, 
and the house of Jacob their sins.” 


CHAPTER XXI, 


In 1895 Conference met in Yazoo City, Bishop Duncan pre- 
siding. An effort was made on the part of two of our preach- 
ers to idcate a brother, who, though known to be a good man, 
was not so successful in his work as some others. The 
brother had been asked from the Conference room. While 
his character and standing in the ministry was being dis- 
cussed pro and con, I said to the Bishop: ‘The brother ought 
to be here to hear what the brethren have to say against 
him.” “That is so,” said the Bishop, “Call him in.” I did so. 
The brother did not know what these brethren had against 
him, hence he did not know how to reply. The Bishop told 
him what the charges of complaint were. He made a good 
talk in his defense. The whole Conference and visitors got 
wonderfully interested in the case. The vote was taken, and 
the motion to locate the brother was lost by a large ma- 
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jority. The Conference was heartily applauded by the good 
Women, whose sympathies were wonderiully aroused in the 
brother's favor. The good women and others presented the 
brother with a suit of nice clothes, a noble act. The brother 
is how a member of the Louisiana Conference. He helped 
me in a meeting once, and did some good work for me. 1 
could sympathize with him, because he, like myself, had usu- 
ally been kept on very poor works, and 1 felt sure he did the 
very best he could under the circumstances. “Give the boy 
a chance,” said a man to another who was somewhat in the 
v ; of the boy's success, I believe in giving a brother a 
gocc opportunity to let people know what there is in him. 
" the Lord will keep him humble, we will keep him poor.”

Summit we were sent to the Lake Circuit. It was a 
j winter and spring. The mud was from six to twelve or 
hteen inches deep from one end of the work to the other. 
Brother Caldwell was there one year. He told the people he 
had been leokine for a “soft place” all his life, “and now,” 
said he, “I have found it’ Yes. as Uncle Billie Fortenbury 
had said about a road near Tylertown during a wet time, 
“The ground was mighty saft,” : 

i traveled the work a part of the year under difficul- 
tes. Brother R. F, Witt had served the work two years, and 
with good results. The people loved him. We found aang 
good people un the work—the Thorntons, Weems, Carrs, Gil- 
berts, J. R. Joues, who is now one of the leading members of 
the Mississippi Conference, Calvin Jones and others. 

From Lake we were sent to Carthage, where we stayed two 
years. From Carthage I was sent to Yazoo Cireuit, These 
were trying years. In order to educate our boys my wife 
moved, with our children, to Millsaps College in July, 1898 
We rented a house and kept boarders for two years, Tt took 
all the board money and all my salary to run. the boarding- 
house and pay $75 rent. We promised to pay $300 a teas 
for house rent, We kept four boys in school till they evad: 
uated. The last one got through in 1904. By 1905, I Hast by 
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Sabbath day: no day for you to advertise your business. 
Besides this is church ground: no place for you to advertise 
your business.’ |] had him take down all the notices. He 
did not like it much, but I could not help that. 

You have heard of hush money. Hush money ought to 
burn the fingers of every one that accepts it. It does burn 
the conscience so.long as a man has a conscience. Some 
say: “If you just wont condemn my business, I will show 
youn favors.” 1 don't want hush money, I want the privi- 
lege of condemning sin of every character when and where I 
come in contact with it. 

A young, fearless, John the Baptist kind of a man went to 
a new charge. One of the st 


vards said to him: “Mr. B. 
is a wholesale and retail whiskey dealer. He pays the 
Church $50 annually for a pew. Please do not say anything 
against whiskey.” The noble young man replied: “Take $30 
eff my salary. I want a straight shot at that pew.” 

Well, I preached my sermon, paid my regyects to the show, 
then said to my congregation: “You expect to go to this 
show and take vour family. You know as well as I do, you 
are not able to educate your children as you ought to. You 
Kaw as well as I do, you plead poverty when T call upon you 
for money for the Lord’s work. Yet you expect to go to this 
show. God will hold you responsible for misapprepriating 
is money.” One of the show-men was in the church. The 
day following, not a single white man or woman aitended 
the show, The show-men left the community and said that 
“little old preacher” run them off. They were advertised to 
show at other places in the bounds of my work, but they did 
not go there, and kept out of the bounds of my work so leng 
as I remained at Caseyville. 

A preacher who hasn't the courage of Elijah or John the 
Baptist had better stop and consider a Httle. It is true, Jobn 
lost his head for doing his duty. It is better to Iese your 
life here than to lose it in the next world. He who saves his 
life in this world, will lose it in the next. He who loses his 
life here for Christ’s sake, shall find it again. A preacher 
who refrains from preaching the whole Gospel for fear of 
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offending some old sinner that gives him a littke money oc- 
casionally, had better halt and consider. 

I preached a very plain sermon some years ago, in which 
I condemned certain sins that were indulged in by many 
church members. A certain Woman remarked* about it: 
“That man preached a mighty good sermon, put I don't want 
to hear him again.” She did not like to be reminded of her 
meanness; that was ail. 

A lady once said to me: “Brother Lewis, who told you 
about us people here at this church?” I had received inform- 
ation from no one, A good sister standing by, said: “The 
Lord told him. That is where he got his information.” And 
the good Lord will always teach us how and what to preach 
when we live close to Him, 

Christ compared some church members to whited sepul- 
chers, that appear most beautiful on tae outside, but within 
are full of rottenness and dead men’s bones. Again he said: 
“Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?’ He was talking to chureh members. 

A rich taan was dying. He sent for his pastor to read and 
comfort him in his dying moments. The preacher, in his 
haste, read from the fifth chapter of James: “Go to now, ye 
rich men, weep and howl for your miseries that shall come 
upon you.” The dying man stopped him, saying: ‘You never 
told me that before.’ The preacher turned hastily to another 
place and read: “The rich man also died, and was buried; 
and in hell.’ “Stop!” said the poor, dying man, “You never 
read that to me before.” That preacher had not been faith 
ful to that one of his members, or he would not have been 
so confused in a2 moment when he ought to have been per- 
fectly composed. 

It is not 
necessary to get the ill-will of the people often; but it is bet- 
ter to do that, than fail to do your whole duty in preaching 
the Gospel and condemning sin.

CHAPTER XXI. 


In December, 1904, Conference met in Gulfport. Bishop 
Duncan presided. This was the first time our Conference 
ever met in full view of the mighty deep. It was in many 
respects an interesting Conference; in fact, to some of us 
Conference occasions are always interesting. At the close 
of the Conference, my name was read in connection with the

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1 was in the hands of God. He had guided me in all the past, 
why not trust him to guide me still? Relief came in a way 
that I was not expecting. Vicksburg Circuit was left to be 
supplied. My son-in-law was at Washington Street Church, 
Vicksburg. Brother Huntley, the presiding elder of the Vicks- 
burg District, and Brother Holloman, thoughtful men, know- 
ing what a sad, lonely time I was haying, got together and 
after advising with Brother Terry, arranged to have me trans- 
ferred from Terry, in Brookhaven District, to Vicksburg Cir- 
cuit, in Vicksburg District, provided Brother T. W. Adanis, 
Presiding Elder on the Brookhaven District, would agree. 
Brother Huntiey wrote me about the matter, and in a short 
while i wired him I would be in Vicksburg in a few days, 
Brother Adams, after providing for Terry Circuit, consented 
for me to go,.i felt wonderfully relieved. 

I spent two years very pleasantly on the work. My old 
friend and former co-laborer, W, W. Hurst, and his g 
and baby girl lived on the work. Then, there were the Stan- 
fords, the Fortners, Fergusons and many othe that proved 
helpful to me. The two years satisfied.me i had best do one 
of two things, viz.: marry again or superannuate, To do the 
latter I was afraid; to do the former I hesitated. To marry 
one sixty years of age who had never been married, I was 
afraid; to marry a widow with children, I was afraid. Sol 
prayed the good Lord to help me, and he did. It was in Feb- 
ruary, 1907, a good woman said to me: “Brother Lewis, Mrs, 
Langston would make you a good wife.” If had heard of Sis- 
ter Langston—yea, I had met her a few times, but had 
thought but little, if at all, about seeking a union with her; 
besides she belonged to one of the first families in South 
Warren, and t was only an humble Methodist preacher. She 
had taught school many years before she married the first 
time. She was a Miss Louisiana Gibson. In 1886, she mar- 
ried Rey. J. M. Langston, a member of the Los Angeles Con- 
ference. After spending nine years in the Los Angeles Con- 
ference, they were transferred to the N, W. Mexican Confer- 
ence, and Brother Langston was in charge of the Mission 
school in Nogales, Arizona. His wife taught in the school. 
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Here, after two years, his health failed and he was trans- 
ferred to the North Texas Conference, where he died in 1963 
in the full assurance of a blissful immortality beyond Sen 
grave. 

Some nine months after the death of Brother Langston 
Sister Langston came back to her people in Mississippi avi 
in May, 1905, within a few miles of where she was born and 
reared, in Warren County, we met at old Asbury Church. In 
January, 1906, we began thinking of and writing to each 
other. Of course we were too far advanced in life to practice 
any foolishness about the matter, so in my second letter to 
her, I told her my business. It was in April before she gave 
her consent. In earnest about it? Of course I was. Why 
ROL? A man has no business trying to do good as a Meth- 
edist preacher without a wife. What are good women for if 
not, among other things, to help some worthy man in the 
worl of saving souls? Well, early in January, 1907, we were 
married in Crystal Springs, Miss. In less than forty-eight 
hours we were in the parsonage at Liberty, Miss., where the 
Bishop said I must go. Dr. B. F, Jones was my presiding 
elder—a good one. . 

A funny thing happened, Some of the people. when they 
heard who was their preacher, said: We will rent the par- 
sonage and let the money go on the preacher's salary, “But 
ne 1S going to marry,” said someone. “¥eS,? said a zood 
sister, “He will marry a girl, and I don’t like it a bit,” “She 
just did not know, you see. Suffice it to say, this sania good 
woman proved one of the best friends we had. . 

Thirty years before, I was in charge of the same work 
Most of those who were there then were gone. Raiford, 
Jagers, Wilkinson, Artie Whittington, Roberts, D. N Butler. 
Smith, and many others, had passed over the river. 1 found 

With few exceptions, a new people to preach to. a 

: Nearly everything in the way of Methodism was dead in 
sabecty The old church that had been standing more than 
halt a century was in an out-of-the-way place and in a dilap- 
idated condition. The Sunday school was small, and all were 
discouraged. We, however, had the sympathies of all tis 
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good people ameng the Baptists and Fresbyterians. There are 
always some who are not “good.” It is painful to true Chris- 
tian men and women to see a church, among orthodox Chris- 
tians, go down. My predecessor on the work undertook to 
wild 2 new church; I took bold where he left off. We soon 
sold the old church, purchased a lot in a more eligible place, 
and by December we were reorganized, Sunday school and 
all, in our new church, In April, 1908, Brother Walter Har- 
bin held a meeting for us which resulted in the conversion 
of quite a number—ten or twelve new members were added to 
our church, besides several who joined other churches. Both 
Chureb and Sunday school took on new life. My good wife 
organized the women into an “Aid Society,” which did much 
good, 

In September, 1907, Lutcher Roberts held a successful meet- 
ing for me at Woodland. In April, 1909, my son, Jokn T. 
Lewis of the North Mississippi Conference, held a successful 
meeting at Liberty. In August, my son, QO. S. Lewis, held a 
zood meeting at Giading, and Brother W. H. Saunders held 
a good meeting at Salem. During the three years we were on 
the Liberty Circuit about 60 cr 65 joined cur church, 

The iast day was one of the best. I had announced pre 
viously I would preach my farewell sermon, The day was 
beautiful. The largest congregation I had every preached to 
in Liberty was out to hear my farewell talk. My text was 
“Finally, brethren, farewell. Be perfect, be of good comfort, 
be of one mind, live in peace,” ete. (II. Cor. xiii, 11.) We 
had a real spiritual service. Eight joined the church—five 
women and three children. At S$ p. m. I administered the 
vows of the Church to them. At night we said “good-bye.” 
The Tuesday following we left good old Liberty, and left 
many warm friends behind. May God watch over and take 
care of all good people everywhere. 

At Conference, at Brookhaven, in December, 1909, I was 
superannuated.

The Lewis family has played a pivotal role in the growth 
and development of Pascagoula since the 1700’s. Subsequent 
to D’Iberville’s landings family members have contributed 
much to the area. These contributions include founding; 
settling, and populating the region; as well as developing 
local businesses’ and providing municipal government. Family 
members have also held various political and social positions 
such as city mayor; aldermen, sheriff, Chancery and Circuit 
Court Clerk, postmaster, Selective Service Board member, 
Rotary member, and thirty-second degree mason. 

The family history begins with the founding ancestor, 
Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline, who landed with 
D’Iberville in Ocean Springs; January 8, 1700; aboard the 


Renomme. This Canadian-born colonist, adventurer; and 
merchant played a vital part in the development of the 
coastal region. Nat only did he travel the Gulf Coast 


exploring and encouraging settlement, he also took and active 
part in the establishment of Fort Maurepas, the Ocean Springs 
Louis, the establishment on the Mobile River; and the 
Massacre Island fort, which is located on present-day Dauphin 
Island. . 

With his industrious personality, Graveline’ became one 
of the wealthiest colonists in each of these settlements. He 
owned large portions of land and possessed many immense 
plantation homes. These homes he shared with his first wife, 
Suzanne Quave. All that is known of Suzanne is. that she and 
Graveline were married in La Rochelle, but no specific date 


can be documented. It has also been discovered that ina 
.predominantly Catholic area, she was a strong Protestant who 
took her religion seriously. Upon her arrival at Massacre 


Island, she began sharing her religion with her servants and 
instructing them in her worship practices. These 
"missionary" activities created some unrest among other 
colonists, thereby creating some minor political problems for 
Graveline. . 

After Suzanne’s death, Graveline married an Indian 
princess. Not much is known of her either aside from her 
being the daughter of a great chief. Both she and Suzanne 
had children; however; only one heir can be verified--Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau II, who is the subject of much controversy. 
Since baptisms were not always recorded or records protected, 
since newborns were frequently named after previously 
‘deceased children, and since mixed. Indian-white marriages 
were not legally recognized, determining Jean’s true mother 
proves difficult. However, it is most probable that 
Graveline’s second wife, the Indian, bore him. Evidence of 
this stems from Graveline’s will which stated that Jean was 
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born of an Indian; Jean’s mutal respect and aid as mediatg 
among the Indians, and his petitioning of the Mississippi. 
c=Sepreme Court to have "his CJean II’s] color removed." 
During his adult years, Jean was constantly in conflie 
with different governmental agencies. However, this conf] 
led to one of his major contributions to the area: he 
arbitrated disputes between the whites’ and the Indians. 
Jean’s close relationship with the Indians is further 
evidence of the Indian wife’s having been his mother. 
The other of Jean’s documented accomplishments was the 
development and population of the area. His marriage to 
Marie Catherine Vinconneau produced four children. Qne of 
these children, Jean Baptiste Baudreau III, again carried 
name into the’ next generation. Jean III married Marie eu 
Sauset. They had three children; only one ,of whom “ 
co ibutes to the Lewis line--Marguerite Baudreau. 
we since records are scarce from this early period of 
istory, Marguerite’s, as well as the other ancestors’ live 
is somewhat vague; however, it is recorded that she aarr ies 
Edwin Lewis, the son of Colonel Exum Lewis, of the 
Revolutionary War. Their main contribution to the area was 
population. However, Edwin also provided legal expertise 
attorney-at-law and First Minister to Governor Holmes. 
Alfred Edward, one of Edwin and Marguerite’s children, 
continued the Lewis line. Alfred married Ann Rebecca # 
Farrington May 28, 1840; six years prior to the Mexican War,” 
in which he was a colonel. Aside from his position as 
colonel, he farmed and served as sheriff of Jackson County 
for fourteen years.* In addition, he was a member of the 
Mississippi Legisiature and signed the Ordinance of 
Secession, whereby Mississippi seceded from the Union. 
Alfred and Ann had nine children; one of whom, Frank < 
Harris Lewis, greatly influenced the growth and development 
of Pascagoula and the surrounding area. 4Frank was born in 
west Pascagoula, present-day Gautier, March 11, 1865. Asa 
~ student he attended St. Stanislaus College in Bay St. Louis 
and later transferred to the University of Mississippi in 
Oxford, where he studied law. Upon one of his hame visits; 
he took a small job as assistant cashier and general clerk i 
the office of Emile DeSmet, a large lumber dealer. Within 
three years, before he was twenty-one years old, Frank was’ @ 
appointed as Jackson County’s deputy clerk, and also elected, 
tax collector and sheriff for the county. Later, he was re- 
elected to three consecutive terms as sheriff. Therefore, he 
never returned to schoal. d 
On November 9, 1887, Frank married Gertrude Bragg, a © 
native of Garlandsville, Mississippi. The marriage, however 
did not hinder his contributions to the city. He was : ae 
appointed to the position of Chancery and Circuit Court Clerk 
by Governor John Stone, drafted as city alderman, and later @ 
elected as city mayor. He served on both the school board 
and the State Democratic Executive Committee. He not only 
aided in governing the area, but also contributed much to 
Pascagoula’s physical “growth and development. Owning much 
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land in Scranton and Pascagoula, he cultivated fine fruit 
farms and pecan groves. It was these fruit farms and pecan 
groves which made Frank and Pascagoula "famous." As “the 
Chamber of Commerce," Frank decided to make Pascagoula "the 
Los Angeles of the Souths" he had everyone plant fruit trees 
in hopes of promoting the citrus industry in the South. 
Although his citrus halloon burst when a hard freeze 
killed all the trees; Frank’s pecan business continued to 
thrive. Frank’s experimental research in the improvement of 
pecan stock led to the improved quality of the papershell 
pecan, which in turn, made both Frank and Jackson County 


famous. 4 


_-Trtly interested in the development of Pascagoula, Frank 


used his key governmental positions to further the city’ Ss 
growth. As mayor he was responsible for the paving of” 
streets, construction of city docks, and the installation of 
the sewage system. As a charter member of the local school 
board, he was known as "the father of the Pascagoula school 
system." Because of Frank’s efforts, the United States 
Congress recognized Pascagoula as a port and made 
appropriations for its improvement and maintenance. He also 
influenced the building of bridges west of the Pascagoula 
River and the construction of Beach Boulevard and the 
seawall. 

Aside from occupational responsibilities, Frank was 
active in social and community clubs; as well as.in religious 
Organizations. At school he was a member of Delta Psi 
Fraternity, and an active participant in other club 
functions. Locally, he was a member of the Pascagoula Rotary 
Club and the Knights of Columbus. Religiously, Frank was 
Roman Catholic and Gertrude was Presbyterian; he had always 
been tolerant of others’ views. He was even responsible for 
the construction of shea ety brick church--First 
Presbyterian. 

Upon Frank’s death in 1930, the State Democtatic 
Executive Committee passed a resolution honoring his memory, 
which stated: 


..- Mr. Lewis was an indefatigable worker 
for everything for the advancement. and 
benefit of his citys county, and state 
».-he had toiled day and night for more 
than forty years for the upbuilding of 
of the city, but his popularity was 
throughout the county. 

Frank died November sixth in Pascagoula at the age of 
sixty-five. Prior to the burial service, a short service was 
held at his home on River Front. Dozens of cars were unable 
to reach the home because the streets were blocked by the 
vehicles of the masses of mourners. Many people remained 


‘outside during the church service because the sanctuary was 


already full. Obviously, Frank Lewis, commonly known as 
Uncle Frank," was greatly missed. 
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Frank and Gertrude had five children, one of whom, 
Walter Weed Lewis; influenced Pascagoula’s growth and 
development as much as Frank had. Walter was born December 
13, 1890, in Pascagoula. During his school years, he 
attended Georgia Military Academy and the University of 
Mississippi. He also spent one year in a New York school. 
Walter was a bright student and an extraordinary orator. In 
1906; at the age of sixteen, he won a gold watch fob for his 
oratorical excellence. 

Beginning-as a newspaper man, Walter soon became as 
prominent and well-known as his father. He began working for 
out-of-town newspapers in such places as New Orleans, 
Oklahoma, and Galveston. Upon his return to Pascagoula, he 
became editor of the local newspaper, The Chronicle Star and 
Advertiser. Later, he undertook such positions: as 
postmaster, United States Deputy Collector of Customs in 
Charge, Selective Service Board member, secretary of the 
Pascagoula school board, and secretary of the Port of 
Pascagoula, a position which he held until his death. 


oe Among his many other achievements, Walter lived happily 


with his wife, Belle Carrington Lewis, in a large and 
comfortable house on Beach Boulevard. He and Belle had met 
in 1909 when she arrived in Pascagoula to begin a,new 
teaching position at the local elementary school. After a 
three-year courtship, they were married on June 12, 191e. 
Walter’s marriage, like his father’s, did not interfere with 
his achievements and contributions. Not only did he work 
"for" the community; he originated a few of his own ~ 
businesses: the Walter Lewis Insurance Agency, the Lewis 
Broom Factory, and Lewis Furniture. He took over the 
ownership and management of Lewis Pecan Company and also 
became the Pascagoula agent for Columbia Mutual Life 
Insurance. In his "free" time he enjoyed writing songs; 
some, such as Mississippi’s state song, composed by him and 
Josie Gautier; were even published. 

Many honors were bestowed upon Walter citing his 
compelling personality and service to Pascagoula. He served 
as honorary Colonel of Staff to Governor Paul B.” Johnson and 
was presented with a magnificent chest of silver as a token 
of appreciation for the splendid service he had rendered as 
postmaster. 

Active not only in career activities, Walter also 
participated in community organization, such as both the 
Pascagoula and Moss Point Rotary Club and the Masonic Temple, 
in which he ranked as a thirty-second degree Mason, the 
highest position a member can hold. He was also active in 
his church, the Presbyterian church whose construction was 
begun and supported by his father. 

Walter’s full life ended the night of May 30; 1946, 
when at the age of fifty-five, he suffered a fatal, 
unexpected heart attack, a shock to both family and friends. 
Funeral services were held June 1 at the First Presbyterian 
Church followed by the interment at Macpelah Cemetery. The 
day was observed as a day of mourning throughout the city; 
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all businesses closed their doors as a tribute to “the man 
who was a friend to everyone." 

Faye Lewis, the only daughter of Walter and Belle, was 
the one who continued the heritage. AS a young girl, she 
spent most of her free time outdoors and grew to love the 
henefits of the coast. Among her most favored pass-times 
were swimming, shrimping, sailing, playing tennis, and. 
painting. As a student, she attended the local primary and 
secondary schools. After graduating from Pascagoula High 
School; she attended Belhaven College and later transferred 
to the University of Mississippi, where she met Wilson 
Duvall. She and Wilson soon eloped and were married on 
December 5, 1948. Both Faye and Wilson left the university 
and moved to Pascagoula, where they took over the ownership 
and management of the Lewis family business and later 
proceeded to raise a child--Martha Lewis Duvall. are 

Once again settled in Pascagoula, Faye renewed active 
participation in the community and community organizations. 
She was a member of the Pascagoula-Moss Point Music Club, the 
Pas-Point Bridge Club, and a founding member of the Dutchess 
de Chaumont chapter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. In addition, she wrote the original pageants Qur 
Native Land: The Story of Pascagoula and Jackson County, 


which was introduced in September of 1950, as a part of 
fundraising activities to restore the Old Spanish Fort. 

On August 2; 1979, Faye died; leaving Wilson and Martha 
as her survivors. Currently, the only direct descendant 
from the previous Lewis line is Faye’s daughter Martha (who 
is also the author of "Lewis Lineage").

Obtaining historical facts has been difficult since 
records were not routinely made, nor were they typically 
preserved, as has been noted; such is the case with the first 
four of the family members--Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit 
Graveline, Jean Baptiste Baudreau II, Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau III, and Marguerite Baudreau Lewis. Most of the 
available information discovered was therefore taken from old 
Lewis family records, oral histories, extensive genealogical 
study, personal interviews, and a few books written by a 
"Lewis family authority"--Jay Higginbotham. While use of 
these sources does not guarantee that the "known" history of 
the first Lewis ancestors is totally accurate, these sources 
do provide authenticity. New information, continually being 
uncovered through genealogical research; may provide further 
information to clarify details of the family history.

took possession of the same and convirted it to his own use; 

That your orator and Margueritte his wife were one of 
three heirs-at-law of the said estate and were entitled to 
one equal third part of said negroes, stock, schooner, money, 
etc. which the said Jean B. Baudreaux died possessed of that 
the said John Baudro took possession of the whole of said 
estate at the death of his father in the absence of your 
orator and Margueritte his wife, pretending that he was the 
executor of said estate, and never administered on said 
estate or take any inventory thereof but after holding said 
estate entire for a number of years to his own entire use, he 
without consulting or advising with your orator and without 
his consent and against his will, and without any order of 
court or any legal authority pretended to divide a few cattle 
though partly without the knowledge of your orator, which was 
a fraudulent and unjust pretention of a division as is well 
Known to your orator; 

That a number of years after he had so injustly held and 
convirted the whole of the estate to his own use, your orator 
was surprized to be informed by said John Baudreaux that he 
had got Valentine Delmas, Esquire to value the negroes and 
divide them without any order of Court and without any 
knowledge and without my consent or advise; 
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The said Delmas was then at said Baudro's house when 
said John Baudro asked your orator to walk out with him on 
some .... matter the said John Baudro then informed your 
orator that he had got his sister Mary to consent to let him 
keep all the negroes at their valuation in case he could 
(get) Margueritte and your orator to agree to the ... 
proposing; at the same time that if I would let Margueritte 
pretend to agree to this and sign the agreement for him to 
hold all the negroes that he would then convey to us the 
negro woman Marie Joseph which was the one I preferred, so he 
then got his sister Mary to sign the right of the negroes to 
him by this stratagem. He then immediately, in conformity to 
his agreement, signed a reconveyance for Marie Joseph and 
delivered the bill of sale to your orator together with the 
negro woman who aftr remaining in our possession for a length 
of time, your orator had determined to move with his family 
to Mobile where he went for the purpose of preparing a house 
for his family. 

The said John Baudro promising him that he would come 
around in the said Schooner with his sister and my family, 
but your orator was astonished when his wife came, he was not 
with her but had sent her without the said Marie Joseph whom 
he detained together with Alfred, the older son of your 
orator without ever even asking him or letting him know his 
wishes and intentions, he has since discovered that said John 
Baudro had in the absence of your orator got possession of 
the bill of sale he had given for Marie Joseph by some 
clandestine and fraudulent means as your orator believes for 
the purpose of consummating his original stratagem of fraud; 

That your orator immediately and often times ... 
remonstrated with said John Baudro against such fraudulent 
conduct and declared that he never would submit to it and 
protested against the pretended division made by him and 
against all that had been agreed on about the negroes and 
claimed a legal division of said negros, money, schooner, 
stock and which belonged to the estate of said Baudro 
deceased; 

That your orator and his family were greatly frustrated 
and embarrassed in consequence of his detaining said negro 
woman whose hire was worth fifteen dollars a month in Mobile 
or thereabouts for all the time she was detained by said 
Baudro; 

That your orator never would have consented to sell his 
part of the negroes but on the condition of getting this 
Marie Joseph, which the one most suitable for us of the 
family of negroes but otherwise would have contended for an 
equal division agreeably to law; 

That he was urged even to agree to that by the proposal 
of said John Baudro himself in order to ... the negroes from 
an equal division which your orator is convinced was shaded 
invention to defraud both his sisters out of their equitable 
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and just rights and to procure the said negroes to be valued 
in an illegal underhand manner for less than their value or 
as he believes half their value; 

That the hire ofsaid negroes were worth a large sum, to 
wit: Seven hundred and fifty dollars a year or thereabouts 
for and during all the time which he has detained them and 
appropriated them to his own use, to wit for and during the 
share of twelve years or thereabouts; 

That the profits of said schooner was worth 
considerable, to wit: three hundred dollars a year or more 
which the said Baudro has also converted to his own use as 
well as the interest on said money belonging to said estate 
etc. 
That your orator has often applied to said John 
Baudreaux since to have the same divided and paid to your 
orator and Margueritte his wife, or to that purpose and 
effect well hoping that he would have complyed with such 
reasonable request, as in conscience and equity he ought to 
havea done, but now so it is may it please your Honor that 
the said John Baudro in order to oppress and injure your 
orator and Margueritte his wife, do absolutely refuse to 
divide and pay to your orator and Margueritte his wife the 
one third part of said estate to which they are entitled; 

Whereas your orator charges the truth to be that the 
said Jean Baudro died possessed of such estate aforesaid and 
that the said John Baudro had possession and converted the 
same to his own use without making any satisfaction to your 
orator and Margarette his wife for their part of said estate, 
all of which actings and doings of the said John Baudreaux 
are contrary to equity and good conscience and tend to the 
manifest injury and oppression of your orator and Margueritte 
his wife. 

In tender consideration whereof and for that your orator 
is remediless in the premises by the strict rules of common 
law and relievable only in a Court of Equity where matters of 
this nature are properly cognizable. 

To the end, therefore that the said John Baudro 
full,true, direct and perfect answers make upon his corporal 
oath according to the best of his knowledge, information and 
belief to all and singularly the charges and matters 
aforesaid as fullyin every espect as if the same were here 
again repeated and he thereto particularly interrogated and 
more as ... that he respectively set forth and discover 
according to the best of his knowledge whither the said 
deceased Jean Bte. Baudreaux died seized of said five negroes 
and what are their increase, the said cattle and schooner, 
money, etc. and whither he has not converted the same to his 
own use without duly administering on said estate or making 
any inventory thereof and whither he had obtained any order 
of court for a division of said estate, etc. and that he may 
be completed by a decree of this honorable court to make an 
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equal division of all said negroes and their increase, all 
said cattle and their increase, the Schooner Celist, all the 
money which the deceased Baudro died possessed of together 
with the interest, etc. and to account for and pay the value 
of the use of said negroes for all the time which he 
converted them to his own use together with the interest of 
the money due for their hire from year to year as it was due 
and that he may be completed to pay to your orator and his 
wife, Margueritte, the one equal third part thereof and that 
your orator may have such further and other relief in the 
premises as the nature of the case shall require and as to 
your honor shall seem meet. 

May it please your Honor to grant unto your orator the 
most gracious writ of subpoena issuing out of and under the 
Seal of this honorable court to be directed to the said John 
Baudreaux thereby commanding him at any certain day and under 
a certain penalty therein to be specified personally to be 
and appear before your honor in this honorable court and then 
and there the answer to all and singular the premises 
aforesaid and to stand to perform and abide such order, 
direction and decree therein as to your honor shall seem meet 
and your orator shall ever pray.

COLONEL A. E. LEWIS AND OLD FIELDS, PLANTATION 
By Barry MclIlwain 


The rich region of Mississippi along the Gulf of Mexico is considered by many as a 
crescent of charm. By rich, one means rich in tradition, rich in beauty, and rich in a mode 
of living different from that in any other part of the United States. The contents of this 
paper have been designed to show these things about one typical family of the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast area. 


While searching for information about this plantation and its original owner, one's mind 
seems to travel back to the age when this self-sufficient establishment was at its peak. 
While traveling down the shell covered roadway leading to the plantation, viewing the over- 
hanging Spanish moss, which seems to be almost a "way of life" on the Gulf Coast, one can 
almost see the slaves of Old Fields happily going about their daily tasks. The family of 
this plantation is the Lewis clan, headed by Colonel A. E. Lewis, who built.Old Fields 
Plantation near Gautier, Mississippi. 
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The main house of the plantation, now called Old Fields, but originally known as simply 
"The Lewis Place," was built in the middle 1840's by the slaves of Mr. Lewis. Most of 
the houses built in this area before the Civil War were built by wealthy folk only as summer 
resorts, however. Old Fields was originally built as a self-supporting farm and covered 
some seventeen thousand acres. 


In order to understand how self-supporting this plantation was, one would have to know 
of all the kinds of animals, fruits and vegetables, and all of the many oddities which made 
this place reach its height of grandeur. Every kind of animal from pig to dog was raised 
here, every type of vegetable from mustard to beet was raised here, and every type of 
fruit from pomegranate to apple was produced at Old Fields: One of the oddities of Old 
Fields was that the Plantation did have its own horse racing track. This fact does give 
evidence of the spirit of the Lewis family. Incidentally, Mr. Lewis bred and raced his own 
horses. 
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Colonel Lewis had his own special way of farming which may have been the reason for 
his continued success as a planter. Whereas the soil of many planters would "wear out" 
after several years of crop yielding, Mr. Lewis's unique system of planting solved this 
problem. All of the land of the plantation was divided into three parts, therefore, making 
three plots of land on which to grow crops. During the growing season Mr. Lewis would 
only plant crops on one of the three plots of land. Each plot covered nearly 5,500 ‘acres 
each. By planting and rotating the fields in this way, he never had to worry about the soil. 
Also, due to the vastness of the plantation, it would have proven quite difficult to plant the 
entire acreage at one time. 


The largest house of the Plantation which, of course, was the home of the planter and 
his family, is actually a copy of a house in Natchez, Mississippi, known as the ‘Briars." 
Also in the Briars, Jefferson Davis, president of the short-lived Confederacy, was 
married. All of the wood in Old Fields was completely hand newn by the slaves. The fact 
that all of the wood is hand hewn may be the reason that the plantation has survived many 
hurricanes which are not uncommon in the ‘oastal area. 


Mr. Lewis was quite a connoisseur. He had his own winery where he produced his 
Own wine as well as tasted it. On the plantation the.c was a network of warves where 
this wine, as well as other matter which was produced at Old Fields, was loaded on 
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vessels called "luggers" and taken to New Orleans by water to be sold. 


To the left of the main house stands the ''House of Seven Gables" which was built for one 
of the Lewis daughters. Behind the main house, in a most reverent setting, lies the cem- 
etery of Old Fields. By looking at the weather-worn grave markers, one can see where the 
bodies of the Lewis family have been laid for their final resting place. Among the graves 
are those of Colonel Lewis, his wife, and several of the Lewis children. Directly behind 
this cemetery is the graveyard of the family's favorite slaves. 


In order to understand more fully the life at Old Fields, one would have to know quite 
an amount of detail about Mr. Lewis, and the type of man he was. Before, during, and 
after the Civil War, he was extremely influential in the state of Mississippi and especially 
in Jackson County. During the last years of the 1840's Mr. Lewis served as Tax Accessor 
and Collector of Jackson County; from 1850 to 1854, he served as a representative to the 
State Legislature; in 1860, he served as post-master of West Pascagoula; and in 1861, he 
was one of the signers of the Ordinance of Secession, which declared that Mississippi was 
not affiliated with the United States of America, and therefore, was an independent state. 
When the war broke out in 1861, Mr. Lewis organized the "Live Oak Rifles" of Mississippi 
which was a fighting regiment from south Mississippi. Not only did he organize this group 
of Southern sympathizers, but he also financed them at his own expense. Incidentaly, the 
Live Oak Rifles did represent Mississippi well in the Confederate Army. He was one of 
only two full colonels in the Confederate Army, the other one being Nathaniel B. Forrest. 
At the close of the Civil War, Mr. Lewis once again showed his never-ending spirit for 
Mississippi by aiding in organizing the Order of Camellia. This order was designed to 
combat the ruthless government in Mississippi by the carpetbaggers and scalawags. During 
the course of reconstruction in the South, the €olonel had to make two trips to Bermuda. 
He made his first journey there because he had been one of the signers of the Ordinance of 
Secession. If he had not fled, undoubtedly, he would have been placed in a federal prison 
ilong with Jefferson Davis, Robert E. Lee, and other Southern Dignitaries. His second 
‘rip to Bermuda was caused by his actions as a member of the Ordinance of Camellia, 
which is comparable to the Ku Klux Klan. This time he stayed in Bermuda approximately 
"wo years. 


Many memorable events took place at Old Fields before, during, and after the War 
3etween the States.

When I was about 7 years old and about the year 1852 my parents moved from where 
?ollard, Alabama now is to the neighborhood where Grand Bay, Alabama now is. At that 
‘ime the region was inhabited by the Roberts, Hamiltons, Dickens, Bakers, Rolls, Deakles, 
Forts and other families who like my parents’ family were of old Georgia and Carolina 
stock. All these people were stock raisers, and were comfortable and independent, many 
of them living on public lands and never thought of or cared for the great wealth in the pine 
rees around them. 


This innocent, easy life lasted until about the time of the Gvil War, by which time the 
innual burning of the grass or woods ruined their cattle ranges, and their stock dwindled 
o small herds of poor cattle. Soon after the war the railroad was built from New Orleans 
0 Mobile and many saw mills were built up on the road and on our rivers, and most of 
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From this house, it is said that music from the Singing River 
has been heard. People have dove into the water near the house 
to try to discover what caused the singing, but no explanation 
has ever been found for the source of the "music”. 

The Denny Home is presently owned by Dr. and Mrs. W. J. 
Weatherford of Pascagoula. 


5. THE LEWIS HOME 

The Lewis House, located at 2810 Front Street, was built in 
1889 by Mr. Frank Lewis. Mr. Lewis was very interested in the 
grafting of pecans and produced what is known as the Lewis 
Pecan. There are only three of the original Lewis pecan trees 
standing on this site. However, there are others of this line 
scattered throughout Jackson County. 

This two-story Ciassic Revival structure has been altered very 
little. The only change has been the addition of a walled hall 
between the two back rooms and the dining room and kitchen.

Along the waterfront of the Lewis-Denny and Dupont homes 
is said to have been the site of the battle between the 
Pascagoula and Biloxi Indians, thus creating the legend of the 
Singing River. Indian arrowheads, pottery, and bowls have been 
dug from the ground on the site of the Lewis House. ” 

The Lewis House is presently owned by Mr. George Lewis, 
who is the son of Mr. Frank Lewis, the original builder. 


\ 6. THE CHASTANT - FUSELIER HOUSE 
The Chastant-Fuselier House is located on the beach front of 
/ Pascagoula at City Park Street and Beach Boulevard. This land 
i was purchased by John Chastant in 1850. At that time, the 
\ beach was at least 500 feet from the present location, so roughly = y 
10 acres have been eroded away. 
' The area where the house was to be constructed was cleared THE LEWIS HOME 
and sand was hauled from the beach. This sand was spread on 
\ the building site to a depth of one foot. Coal kilns were then built 
on the site with the coal spread to absorb dampness. Hand 
i hewn timber of long-leaf yellow pine was laid from the two story 
Classic Revival structure with an attic going all the way across 
! the third floor with a window at each end of the attic. The front 
gallery extended along the entire width of the house (60 feet) 
! and had French doors which opened from the three bedrooms 
! on the upstairs front gallery. Wide pillars are across the front of 
: the house and originally there were steps from the second floor 
to the ground level on both the back and front of the house, but 
f the steps were removed after 1900. The lower galleries are made 
of brick. On the back of the house were two small ante-rooms, 
one of which was a wine pantry. The shelves in this room are to 
the ceiling. The other ante-room adjoined the dining room on 
the east to allow food from the outside kitchen to be brought 
there before being served. The first floor also had a bedroom, a 
- - central entrance hall and a breezeway. The parlor was upstairs 
in the middle of the house with bedrooms on each side. 
; During the Civil War, Mr. Chastant lived on his main 
plantation in New Rhodes, Louisiana. During this time four 
families who lived in the woods behind the house were afraid of 
the Union soldiers in the area, so they entered the house and 
took possession of it. Whilte they were occupying the house, 
! the Union soldiers came and camped in the yard. These soldiers 
entered the house one day and began to set fire to the curtains, 
but a member of the Savage family, one of the four families who 
| had moved into the house, begged the soldiers not to burn the 
\ house. She was able to convince them to leave the house

the country school until sixtepn years of age, when he entored Somerville institute and took a 
partial course.

4 tion of a vote; later he was olected to tho Fifty-first congress as a democrat, receiving twelve 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, against two thonsand threo hundrod and ninety-six 
votes for M. K. Mister, the republican candidate, He is ossentially a man of the people, 
and is thoroughly in sympathy with all that relates to tho farmer and his interests. 
B. B. Lewis, Waterhole, Marion county, Miss. Lemuel Lewis, deceased, was born in the 
year 1804, and was reared in Robinson county, N. C. At the age of fourteen years he came 
to Marion county, Miss., accompanied by his brothers, Martin, Quinnea and James. They. 
were the sons of Terlexedss and Celia (Martin) Lewis. ‘The fathor was left an orphan at an ” 
early age, and during his youth met with many hardships and trials. He was a soldier in 
the Revolntionary war under General Greene, and did gallant service. After his marriage 
he lived in North Carolina, where he was residing at the time of his death. Lemuel Lewis 
was one of a family of six children: Martin, Quinnea, James, Lemuel, Bryant and Raroty, 
who married Needham Barfield, and after his death became the wife of Cossum Dunn. 
James Lewis loft one son and one daughter; Quinnea died in 1878, leaving a posterity of 
one hundred and fifty souls; two of his sons and four grandsons are ministers in the Methodist 
Episcopal church, and belong to the Mississippi conference. ‘Martin also left a largo family. 
The first occupation in which Lemuel Lowis engaged was teaching school, and was one of the 
first educators on tho wost sido of the Poarl river, in Marion county. He afterward engaged 
in farming, and became prominent in local politics. He was a member of the board of police 
eight years, and in 1843 he was elected probate judge, holding this oflice without interrup- 
tion for twenty-two yoars. He was married in 1826 to Miss Pollie Williams, a daughter of 
Giles Williams, of Robinson county, N. C. In 1832 he returned to Mississippi, and here 
passed the remainder of his days. He was an active, earnest Christian, and a worthy mem- 
ber of the Methodist Mpiscopal church South. He and his wifo reared a family of thirteen 
children: Celia married Joseph Smith, and aftor his death she was married a second time, 
_ being united to Hugh McLeod, of Covington county; Sarah, Martha, Giles W., Christian B., 
Susan, Margaret, Benjamin B., Alexander B., John T., Rosa, Joseph W. and Malinda. 
All of the children grew to mature years, and ten of thom aro still living. Benjamin B. and 
Alexandor B. served ia the late Civil war. Benjamin B. enlisted in Septomber, 1861, in 
company I’, Seventh Mississippi volunteer infantry, and served faithfully and gallantly until 
the close of the conflict; he received a wound at Chickamauga, but was not disabled by it. 
When the war was over ho camo home, and married Miss Margaret Sumrall, and of the union -3

_“ Frank H. Lewis, sheriff and tax-collector of Jackson county, Miss., is a native of the 
aes having been born March 11, 1865. He is a son of Alfred E. and Ann R. (Farring- 


The paternal grandfather removed from Virginia to ; ; “oe 
Jackson county, Miss., at an early day, and was among tho first settlers, while the maternal Rian \

ON WRIT OF ERROR, 
(June Term, 1818.) 


It appears from a copy certified by the 
clerk of the Superior Court of Jackson. coun- 
ty, to be a full and true transcript of all the 
papers in his office, and of all the orders 
and proceedings in the court, in the suit of 
Jonathan Suleer against Edwin Lewis; that 
the said Suleer drew his petition, not direct- 
ed to any particular person, complaining, 
that while he was possessed and had the 
right of possession of a traet of land in Jack- 
son county, on the west side of the Pasca- 
goula river, commonly called Suleer’s Bluff, 
the said Lewis made an unlawful and forci- 
ble entry upon the premises, and unlawfully 
and forcibly detained the same from said 
Suleer; and praying that process might is- 
sue, to compel the said Lewis to appear 
and answer the complaint of said Sulcer, &ce. 
and that a jury might be summoned &e. 
Upon this petition, George Davis, a justice of 
the peace for Jackson county, issued a pre- 
cept, commanding the sheriff to summon the 
‘said Lewis to appear and answer the said

Suleer, &e. and also a venire facias, for a 
jury. The summons was returned duly ex- 
ecuted, but there was no return of the sher- 
iff upon the venire facias.

During the progress 
of the trial, Suleer offered to prove by sev- 
eral witnesses, that one Alexander Durant 
was in possession of the premises in the 
spring of the year 1810, and then and there 


sold all his right and title thereto, to the said * 


Suleer, for three hundred dollars; that the 
conveyance from Durant to Sulcer was in 
writing, which conveyance was not produced, 
and Sulcer was put into possession of the 
premises, by Durant, and continued in the 
possession, until the fall of the year 1810. 
Lewis objected to the admission of this tes- 
timony, as irrelevant to the issue, and whol- 
ly Incompetent, as being an attempt to prove 
a sale and conveyance of land by parol. 
The justice overruled Lewis's objections, and 
permitted the testimony to go to the jury. 
To which opinion of the justice, Lewis filed 
his bill of exceptions, which was signed and 
sealed by the justice. The jury found Lewis 
guilty. The verdict was given June 20th, 
1814. Lewis thereupon applied to the Hon. 
H. Toulmin, judge of the Superior Court of 
sald county of Jackson, for a writ of certio- 
rari, to the justice, which was granted, re- 
turnable to the August term of said court. 
It does not appear that the justice certified 
the judgment &c. as commanded by the said 
writ of certiorari; but Sulcer, on the 24th 
of August, 1814, moved the Superior Court 
of Jackson county, to quash the said writ of 
certiorari, ‘which motion was on argument 
sustained, and the writ of certiorari quash- 
ed. On the same day, Lewis filed a petition 
for another writ of certiorari,, which, upon 
argument in open court, was granted. It 
does not appear that a second writ of cer- 
tiorari was issued, except by the bond which 
was executed by Lewis and his security, on 
the 25th of August, to pay and satisfy all 
such damages, &e. as the said Sulcer might 
sustain from the wrongful suing out of said 
writ of certiorari, On the 25th of August, 
1814, 2 jury was empannelled and sworn, in 
the Superior Court of Jackson county, who 


.found the said Lewis guilty of a forcible en- 


try and detainer; upon which verdict, the 
court rendered judgment, and awarded a 
writ of restitution, In a list of the witness- 
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es sworn and examined for Sulcer on the last 
trial, annexed to the copy of the record, is 
found the name of Jonathan Sulcer. 

To reverse the judgment of the Jackson 
Superior Court, Lewis applied for and ob- 
tained a writ of error, with supersedeas, and 
assigned the following errors, to wit:

*1. There was no return made to the wrlt 
of certiorari by the justice of the peace, nor 
any certified records by said justice, on 
which any judgment could be given.

4. There was no issue of record before the 
court or jury. 

5. The plaintife Jonathan Sulcer was sworn 
as a Witness in his own cause, as appears of 
record. 

6. After the judge of the court granted an 
order for a second certiorari, on the 24th of 
August, 1814, he immediately had a jury 
empannelled and sworn, to try the cause, 
without giving time and without any writ 
of certiorari: being returned into the court 
by the justice of the peace, George Davis, 
or any record of his proceedings being cer- 
tified into court as the law requires.

That since the filing of said original bill, your orator 
had engaged his son Alfred to go to school — that he was been 
detained by your orator which he verily believes was by the 
contrivance and management and influence of said John 
Baudro - 

That the said ALFRED LEWIS, your orator's son owns a 
stock of cattle which belonged to the estate of his 
grandfather, JEAN BAPTISTE BAUDREAUX, deceased, and that the 
said cattle and other stock belonging to his said son, 
Alfred, is in the possession of said John Baudro; 

That the said John Baudro is a man who associated with 
bad and infamous characters, keeps company with lewd and 
eeeeeceeeee Prostitutes, severally and lives in open 
violation of the principles of morality and the laws of the 
land with a coloured concubine of bad character and is 
calculated to have the tuition of your orator's son, Alfred; 

That he is informed .. exhibiting his original bill that 
the said John Baudro had two bastard sons by a mulatto or 
coloured woman on whose education and raising in New Orleans 
a large sum of money was expended by said John Baudro out of 
the estate of Jean Baptiste Baudreaux deceased; 

That after the death of said Jean Baptiste Baudreaux in 
the absence of your orator the said John Baudro who pledged 
that he was appointed the executor by the will of said Jean 
Bte. Baudro deceased, continued to send to Orleans a great 
quantity of beef cattle and sell for many years to wit - the 
five hundred head of beef cattle or thereabouts of the value 
of one thousand dollars or thereabout and rendered no account 
therefore to the estate or to your orator for his part 
thereof; 

That he also carryed great quantities of coal and lime 
and sold and converted the money to his own use which 
belonged to said estate of Jean Bte. Baudreaux, deceased; 

That at the death of said Jean Bte. Baudreaux, your 
orator was totally ignorant of his affairs and unacquainted 
with the situation of his estate or the amount of the money 
he died possessed of and being absent at his death the said 
John Baudro, his son, possessing to have been appointed the 
executor of his father's will, your orator looked to him as 
such, but after a long time finding his expectations for to 
receive his just portion of said estate were ...

he with Marguerite his wife consented to give him a release 
agreeably to his own proportion, agreeably to the pretended 
settlement, made on the day of ... by which the said Baudro 
got the release by false and fraudulent and pretenses and 
representations about said estate... 

Your orator is well convinced that the object of said 
John Baudro in neglecting and refusing to take out letters 
testimentary and make an inventory of said estate and proceed 
in other.... agreeably to law was to conceal the true 
situation of said estate to defraud the other heirs of said 
estate. 

To the end, therefore that the said John Baudro may whom 
his corporal oath be full, true, direct and perfect answers, 
make to all and singularly the matters herein before stated 
and charged as fully and particularly as if the same were 
hereafter stated and charged as fully and particularly as if 
the same were hereinafter repeated and be thereto distinctly 
interrogated, and that not only as to the best of his 
knowledge and rememberance but also as to the best of his 
information, hearsay and belief, and more especially that he 
may answer and set forth which, he was not appointed the 
executor of Jean Bte. Baudreaux, deceased by his will; 

Whether he ever recorded the will or took out letters 
testimentary or letters of administration on the said estate; 

Whether the said Jean Bte. Baudreaux, deceased did not 
die in the absence of Edwin Lewis and his wife who were then 
residing at St. Stebbins; 

Whether he was or not appointed executor by a will of 
his father, Jean B. Baudreau or; 

Whether he has not continued to hold said estate until 
now, To Wit: All the negros, schooner Celeste, all the 
money, gold and silver, and; 

Whether he ever took out letters testimentary or letters 
of administration on said estate; 

Whether he was not present at his father's death and 
took possession of all his estate money and whether he took 
any inventory of said estate or the money left by said Baudro 
. deceasedd; 

Whether he put the seals on the trunks or chests at his 
father's death agreeably to the laws and usages at that time; 

Whether he did not permit his mother and others to take 
out and use the money then in the house on possession and 
what sum or sums he took or permitted others to take of the 
money then in the house at his death; 

Were there any ... of court or any appraisers appointed 
by Court to appraise or divide the negros; 

Did you not at your own request get Mr. Delmas to go to 
your home, and that many years after you had held the negroes 
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and appropriated their labor to your own use and to pretend 
to value the negroes; 

And had you any order of Court or other legal authority 
for valuing or for the division of the negroes, and was not 
the said negros of much more value than the price fixed by 
Mr. Delmas; 

Did not you not ..... on your sister Mary by falsly 
representing to her that Marguerite had consented to let you 
have her part of the negroes when you had by a ... agreement 
obtained Marguerite's agreement to let you have her part by 
your giving her a bill of sale for Mary Joseph; 

Whether you did not give Edwin Lewis, her husband a bill 
of sale to Mary Joseph and how and by what means you 
afterwards contrived to get back the bill of sale; 

Was it not by false representations to her making her 
believe her negress Mary Joseph would be sold by the Sheriff 
to pay her husband's debts and did you ever give to Edwin 
Lewis a fair account of the situation of your father's 
estate; 

Did you not conceal from him the whole of the money 
in Baudro's, your father's possession at the time of his 
death; 

How many cattle did you carry to New Orleans, and sell 
of this estate? 

Did you not continue for many years to carry off and 
sell all the beef cattle of this stock and how many did you 
sell from the time of your father's death until you pretended 
to divide themand when you pretended to divide a few cattle, 
was it not begun by without ... your orator, be it even 
without his being present or being any ways informed; 

Did you not make the pretended division of what few 
cattle, horses and without order or authority from Court or 
from your orator or any other lawful authority, what sum or 
sums of money his said deceased father died possessed of: 

And your orator humbly prays that the defendent may 
answer the premises and that an account may be taken of the 
personal estate and effects of said estate of John Bte 
Baudreaux and that an administrator be appointed pending ... 

That an ordered decree be made by this Honorable Court to 
prohibit the said John Baudro from interfering with the 
education of his son Alfred and that the cattle and other 
property belonging to his son Alfred be delivered to your 
orator or to such person as he will designate; 

And that he be restrained from inticing or invulging 
with his son Alfred and preventing him from going to school 
agreeably to the will and wishes of your orator and your 
orator also prays that the receipt or voucher obtained by 
said Baudreaux about the negroes and other estate be set 
aside as having been obtained by fraud, falsehood and 
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deception and for such other relief as the circumstances of 
the case requires and as in duty bound he will ever pray, 
etc.

[Transciber’s note: Regarding the case labeled “Record Group 6, Territorial Court, Edwin Lewis versus 
Jonathan Selser, 1816-1817--- It appears to me that the case should actually be titled “Jonathan Selcer 
versus Edwin Lewis, 1814.” This is in fact the way the various stages of the M.T. Court case are titled in 
the microfiche document I have transcribed. Virtually all the court actions occur in the calendar year 1814, 
even though the microfiche document seems to be a transcription copy of the record; the copy is dated 14 
October 1817. 

The document (it is labeled “Copy” on p. 1) contains 19 numbered pages. The first 6 pgs. detail 
the case as tried in the Jackson County “lower court” presided over by George Davis, Esquire, Justice of 
the Peace. I merely summarize these pgs, since their corpus of evidence is fully specified in the later 
Superior Court hearings presided over by the well-known M.T. jurist Harry Toulmin Esq. 

The following was transcribed by Richard Hobs Allan, a 6X direct descendent of Marguerite 
Baudrau and Edwin Lewis, March 2008.] 


p- 1 —Sulcer, as plaintiff, complains against Lewis for forcibly entering and detaining his, 
Sulcer’s property. Sulcer’s lawyer, R. H. Gilmer asserts that Sulcer “had the wright (sic)of 
possession” to the property as of Jan. 1, 1813, and that in fact it was known as “Sulcer’s Bluff.... 
wherein the said Edwin now resides and is building a mill,...” 

and that Edwin on 12 February 1814, “... with force and (word?), to wit, with guns (in 
hand?), knives?, etc. did make a forcible, unlawfull entry on the premises....” [Transcriber 


emphasis, since this somewhat garbled phrase suggests weapons, hence force, were involved.] 


p. 2 — Gilmer asks that Lewis be commanded to appear before Davis on 20 June 1814, to answer 
this complaint. Davis directs the JaxCo sheriff “to summon Edwin Lewis, Esq., attorney at law... 
to appear before the undersigned at the hour of twelve in the forenoon of the 20" day of June 
next ensuing [transcriber’s emphasis, since on these words seems to hinge Edwin’s later defense 
tactic, a so-called writ certiorari] at Gordon’s Bluff... to answer to and make defense against 
Jonathan Sulcer of a forcible entry and detainer made by the said Edwin Lewis 


p. 3 — into the (nussuage?) or upon the land of ... Sulcer...” [Note: the Order is dtd 4 Jun 1814, 
so things seem to move fast.] 

In the next document, dtd 6 June 1814, Davis further directs his sheriff to bring before the 
upcoming hearing “twelve good and lawful men (ie, jurors) to enquire of and try” the case. 


p.4— “... and the following jurors was sworn:..., Charles Hall, George Williams, Walter Davis, 
Henry Wells, James Goff, William Mills, John Haven, Jonathan Graham, Samuel Descoup?, 
Peter Ladner, Joseph Eradaw?, Ebenezer Allen. Richard Roberts deamed an improper juryman by 
the court (Note: Roberts will later show up cosigning bond for Edwin) and Ebenezer Allen 
summoned as Talleyman.” 

Edwin files a document “moving to abate” the proceedings, because the plaintiff failed to 
conform his complaint to the requirements of statute. 

Edwin files a 2d document where he “excepts and protests against a trial being had on the 
20 June 1814 as the summons is dated 6" June 1814 and commands the defendant to appear the 
20 of June next ensuing which is the 20 of June 1815. 


p. 5— this doc. Continues: “The defendant says he is not Guilty of the forcible entry and detainer 
as set forth by the plaintiff in the above complaint.” 

In his next filing, “Edwin lewis objects to Thomas Havens as a witness to prove that Alexander 
Durant was in possession of the land [in question] in 1810 and and (sic) sold it to Jonathan Sulcer 
there being no deeds or writing conveying it...” 
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David responds: “My reason for overruling this is that I think him (Havens) a lawful 
evidence (sic).” Davis then swears in witnesses for Plaintiff: Thomas Havens, Stephen Bradford, 
James Ware, Lard Graham, Joseph Crenshaw; for Defendant: Minor Johnston, Jaime Elliott. 


p. 6 — Document dtd 25 May 1814 from Plaintiffs attorney Gilmer, to Edwin Lewis: Note that 
the tract whereon you now reside known as Sulcer’s Bluff where you are building a mmill is 
claimed by Jonathan Sulcer and possession (by him) is now demanded... 

Edwin acknowledges receipt of this, dtd, 25 May 1814. 

Final document, dtd 20 July 1814, signed by George Davis: The jury finds defendant 
Guilty Gury names given) ... was excepted to prove any right in Sulcer or Durant and the sale 
from Durant to Sulcer by Oral Testimony.”

Edwin asks that the lower court finding against him be vacated]

ecause of an unusual artifact I recently inherited, descendant of Jean, Baptiste Baudreau II 
finally may have an actual picture of their famous ancestor, There is a story connected to the 
artifact, which I believe involves many members of Jean Baptist. I's es fanny genera- 


tions. 
.._In 1954, when I was a ee living on Krebs Lake a my. staiiaiotier C Carrie Lord Neal and her sis- ~. 
ter Eunice Lord began an unusual legal odyssey. They entered the names of all my Lord family line - 
into a lawsuit for federal recognition of southerners claiming Native American descent. The suit was 
filed in Philadelphia, Mississippi on behalf of the Eastern Bend ot Choctaws, and went all the mies to 
the Supreme Court. 
I was a kid in third grade, and knew nothing of this back then. My time was spent fishing, rowing in 
the Pascagoula River marshes, listening to see if I could hear the famous singing of the river, or 
perched in an old live oak tree, daydreaming of Jean Lafitte the pirate. What I viewed, on my tree-

crows-nest horizon, across on the west Pascagoula 
riverbank from my home, was a wide swathe of land 
running from Oldfields Plantation in the south, north- 
ward up toward Farragut Lake and Martin's Bluff. Little 
did I realize, in 1954, that I was overlooking a small 
part of the huge lands once granted by the French gov- 
ernor Bienville to my own great-great-great-great-great- 
great-grandfather. 


My family moved over to Mobile from 1956 to 1963, 
and then returned to Pascagoula for the next 40 years. 
My mother Eulalee sometimes would tell me about her 
friend Faye Lewis Duval. "Most of these Lewises here 
in Jackson County are cousins of ours," she told me. 
During high school, I got to know several of these 
cousins. But I did not know anything of our family's 
joint history. 

Before she died in 2002, my mother gave me a sheaf of 
papers. "If you ever want to find out about our family, 
this is a good place to start," said Mom. In 2003, I 
began looking through those papers and documents. I 
found that Faye Lewis Duval had done important 
research for the Jackson County Genealogical Society. 
Her notes led me to my distant cousins Barbara Jean 
McNamara and Randall Ladnier, and to the phenomenal 
life story of Jean Baptiste Baudreau II, my Indian fore- 
bear. Randall had uncovered and shared Jean Baptiste 
I's life story with readers of Descendants Magazine in 
Fall 1994 and Spring 1995. 


I remembered how my uncle and great-grandfather used 
to talk about Indians in the family. Now, as I searched 
out the Pickett and Bossu historical accounts about Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau I, I began to get excited about this 
remarkable ancestor. I had been planning to attempt a 
solo through-hike of the 2200-mile long Appalachian 
Trail. In mid-2004 I completed my first 900 miles. 
Inspired by the heroic life of Jean Baptiste I, I hiked 
under the trail-name "Baudreau." 


I am the eldest of 3 siblings. My mother, Eulalee Neal 
Allan, was eldest of 3 siblings. When Eula died, a very. 
antique-looking utensil was by far the oddest item left 
to me in her personal effects. (The only other very old 
items were a few pieces of silverware.) I had the copper 
artifact authenticated by museum curators, and for the 
past 2 years I've left it hanging on my wall. 


Hiking in the Appalachian forests, over several months, | 


I found myself thinking more deeply about Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau I, and admiring his life, jam-packed 
as it was with adventurous creativity. And I remem- 
bered the crude engraving on the utensil I had inherited 
from my mother. Drifting along through the woods, 
absorbed in the animal and bird life, cooking over the 
fire, one night I had a eureka moment. 


According to conservator David Puckett of the 
American Frontier Culture Museum, Staunton VA, the 
article pictured is an antique copper "salamander," a 
type of wafer iron, dating to pre-1840. John Davis, 
Curator of Metals at Colonial Williamsburg, has also 


confirmed that the utensil dates to no later than the early 


1800's. The antique collector's guide From Hearth to 
Cookstove by L. C. Campbell describes the old 
utensil: 


"The mythological lizard-like salamander was supposed 
to live in the fire. (This tool is) a round, flat disk of iron 
or other metal, with a long handle... It is made red-hot 
and held over a dish (such as custard), which one wants 
to brown quickly without putting in the oven." [p. 185] 
Puckett says the utensil was also in daily use in the 
1700's to mid-1800's pulling biscuits, potatoes, etc. 
from hot coals. 


Specific description of the utensil: The squared-off han- 
dle is 3/8 inch wide x 3/16 inch thick. It is 13.5 inches 
in length, swelling into a 1.25 inch long X .75 inch haft; 
this haft culminates in a circular, spatulate blade 4.75 
inches in diameter, hammered out to a thickness of 1/16 
inch. This wafer-thin blade appears to be braze-welded 
onto the haft/handle. 


The opposite end of the handle is configured into a 1.5 
inch sturdy hook, with crudely hammered ball-shaped 
tip. (This feature can be clearly seen in the sun-shadow 
photo.) 


The top surface of this squarish handle and hook has 
been incised/engraved with cross-hatching. As handle 
merges into haft, the painstaking hand-incised engrav- 
ing begins. It appears that the frontier craftsman used at 
least 10 different engraving design-line tools to careful- 
ly hammer out his work. I suspect he began his concep- 
tion by incising the central double-circle and cross- 
hatching the 1/8 inch field within these 2 concentric cir- 
cles. 
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Around the outer circle are incised 12 fleur-de-lis. This 
entire inner intaglio, with its central image of a fron- 
tiersman in profile, is surrounded by a circle of 12 
palmate leaf elements, with a similar design ranging 
down the 1.25 inches of the haft. The artist has used a 
punch-pick to fill in all the remaining background space 
with a field of pin-pricks, in order to give further defini- 
tion to his primary statement, namely the central figure. 


This figure initially appears to be a Davy Crockett-type 
frontiersman, wearing a coonskin cap. Perhaps he has 
killed a turkey, and has this bird slung over the back of 
his fringed leather jacket, its tail jutting prominently 
over his right shoulder. 


But on closer inspection, the figure very likely depicts a 
Native American instead. Seen this way, the man is 
wearing trousers that are cross-hatch-belted, but his 
torso seems bare, adorned with arm and wrist bracelets. 
He wears a necklace, and either suspenders (the left one 
is cross-hatched) or straps to a backpack harness. 


Aclose view makes us realize that in fact the figure 
appears to be standing in some ritual pose, holding the 
prominent feather with his left hand, over his right 
breast (a pose somewhat akin to the reverse of Pledge of 
Allegiance pose). Presentation of an eagle feather was a 
very significant Indian ritual act. Is the subject receiving 
a feather, perhaps at some ceremony? 


Nose, ears, down-turned mouth (a wry grin?), expres- 
sive eye and brow, and long flowing hair complete this 
engraved picture. Hair and feather offer a pleasing 
counterbalance effect. 


Hk ok ck Ok ko kk Ok 


In remembering this closer inspection of the salaman- 
der, I suddenly realized the artifact might have reached 
my hands down an 8-generation family-line. 


Our family's earliest U.S. ancestor, Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau dit Graveline, was among the leaders of 
Iberville/Bienville's first-contact expedition by the 
French. He helped establish Ft. Maurepas (near Biloxi, 
MS) in 1699, and later Mobile, then New Orleans, as 
capitals of French Louisiana. 


My eureka awareness was that this ancestor's son, Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau I, the grandson of "a great Chief... 
of the Indian Nation," may be the artist as well as the 

subject-figure depicted on the blade of the salamander.

Jean Baptiste Il lived in Pascagoula, MS, and his Indian 
mother and her parents very likely were members of the 
tribe of coastal Choctaw the town is named for. 


I speculate that the utensil was smith-crafted of copper 
either in France or Mobile as early as 1740, and was 
obtained by Baudreau II in purchase or trade. The 
intaglio image may have emerged as the work of his 
own hand, product of a slow, but deftly-wrought 
process, perhaps by the fireplace at night during the 
winter season. 


Here's how I believe the salamander passed into my 
hands: Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline I is my 
tortured and executed grandpére (5x great-grandfather). 
This extremely remarkable man, half-Native American 
and much revered by the Choctaw and Creek tribes, was 
born in 1717 and died on June 7, 1757. His son, Jean 
Baptiste I, unknowingly delivered the French gover- 
nor's order directing his father's execution. - 


Jean Baptiste III resided on the west bank of the 
Pascagoula River, on Horn Island, and in New Orleans 
until his death in 1812. His youngest daughter, 
Marguerite Baudreau, was one of 5 children born to 
Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline II; the birth was 
either on Horn Island or in New Orleans. 


Marguerite Baudreau married lawyer Edwin Lewis, 
who spent two decades trying to reclaim Bienville's 
large 1710 land grant to the Baudreaus. Marguerite 
lived to be nearly 80 years old; her gristmill and home 
were located near present-day Mobile Municipal Park. 
Her youngest daughter, Marie Louisa, lived near her 
mother on family lands. The census of 1860 sees 
Marguerite living in Mary Louisa's cabin, where she 
would have been tended in her old age. She died in 
1865. 


Marie Louisa married CSA Calvary Sergeant John Lord 
in October 1851. Just before the Civil War, they built a 
spacious 2-story log cabin on Moffett Road in Mobile, 
where they raised 7 children. She survived John's death. 
Their son Ed Lord built a house next to the cabin and 
became a prosperous Mobile County farmer and pecan 
orchardist. 

His daughter Carrie Lord was Mary Louisa's favorite 


grandchild. At age 15, Carrie witnessed a Civil War 
pension document for Marie Louisa, who was illiterate. 
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. She spent long, chore-filled, happy days at her grand- 
ma's cabin, perhaps even hearing the old lady's stories 
about her distant great-grandfather, Jean Baptiste II. 
Mary Louisa died when Carrie was 22. 


When Carrie Lord Neal died in 1988, her daughter 
Eulalee Neal Allen had for many years been the pos- 
sessor of Marie Louisa Lewis Lord's antique four- 
poster mahogany bed and a cedar chest containing a 
few remaining linens belonging to her great-grand- 
mother. Among those linens, I found the old copper 
salamander. 


I believe that Jean Baptiste Il, when he was executed, 
had left the Salamander hanging at his dwelling, 
probably at Belle Fontaine Plantation, on Pascagoula 
Bay. 

I think this wild adventurer's granddaughter, 
Marguerite, knew the utensil's importance and 
secured it into her household and kept it close. She 
and husband Edwin lived mostly around Mobile. 
Edwin litigated diligently trying to reclaim Bauidreau 
lands in the Pascagoula area. Marguerite long outlived 
Edwin, and died near Spring Hill, AL, proprietress of 
mills, lands, money. A good Catholic, she gave some 
of her land to Spring Hill College. She was cared for 
in her-70's by Mary Lewis Lord (Marie Louisa), her 
youngest child, and lived with her out on Moffett 
Road toward Semmes, AL. I believe Marguerite 
passed the salamander to Mary Lewis Lord. 


Mary could have given it to her son, Ed Lord, who 
my uncle asserts "was very proud of his Indian her- 
itage," and who in the 1930's went to Washington, DC 
to claim land related to that heritage. A more likely 
possibility is that old Mary gave the salamander 
directly to her favorite granddaughter Carrie, Ed's fac- 
totum and keeper of the family flame. Carrie, as we 
saw at the beginning of this account, was also very 
proud of our family's Indian heritage. 


Carrie would have passed it to Eulalee, her eldest, her 
only daughter, and from Eula it came to me. But 
whom and what the engraving represented must not 
have sunk in for Eula. She never mentioned Jean 
Baptiste II to my brothers and me; Eula was more 
interested in Edwin Lewis, whose Revolutionary War 


officer father, Exum Lewis, connects our family to the 
DAR. 


Of course, I can never know’ for certain why this very 
curious artifact ended up among my mother's effects. 
Or why the old "salamander" had an Indian ham- 
mered into its face. The only other old item Eulalee 
left me was the four-poster bed belonging to her 
grandmother, a furniture,item dating to the mid-1800's 
at the earliest. 


But, I asked myself, who along the Gulf Coast would 
have gone to the trouble to etch such a distinctively 
personal profile onto a copper kitchen tool? And 
why? 

Today, thanks to the research of many "cousins," I 
know well the family from which I am descended. 
And in the silence of a forest trail, answers about the 
salamander suddenly sank in. After all, our family has 
a very powerful claim to a heroic, even "notorious" 
Native American ancestor, namely Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau dit Graveline I. 


Eureka! 


J am convinced that the figure depicted on the utensil 
blade is an Indian. I'm equally sure that on the sala- 
mander's thin blade, its copper hue so close to his 
own skin-color, Jean Baptiste II, about 29 years of 
age, hammered out a profile of himself. : 


The romantic in me believes it was intended as a love 
token to his sweetheart, Marie Henriette Huet, during 
the brief 1740's period of his tragic, complicated life 
when this pair of our remarkable ancestors may have 
been truly happy.

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Rhys Mechyll (d. 1244) m. Maud de Braose (d. 1301), daughter of William deBraose, Baron of Brecon 

Philip Brus, m. Margaret, ferch Gruffudd of Maelor 
Philip took his mother's surname, as was common in Wales for the eldest son of the eldest daughter 
in a family with no male heirs. 

Sir Robert Brus, Baron of Brecon 
Sir Robert's (1st Nobility Roll, 1297) coat of arms was an eagel rising, reguardant. He was attained 
and his estate confiscated during the wars of this period.

Llewelyn Crugeryr ap Philip, Lord of Crugeryr (living 1371)

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LEWIS FAMILY HISTORIES IN AMERICA 


According to the histories of the Lewis Families in America, there were “three or 
four” Lewis brothers who came to the American Colonies. The first one arrived in 1635. 
the others followed soon after, and all of them were settled in Virginia by 1650. As the 
Families increased and more living room required they settled many counties in Virginia 
and overflowed into North Carolina. One large family, that of Col. Exum Lewis, moved 
from Nanesemond County, Virginia to Edgecombe County, N. C. Another large family, 
that of Maj. David Lewis of Albermarle County, Virginia moved to Surrey County, N. C. 
There were many relatives of this family that moved at the same time or nearly the same 
time. All had moved to North Carolina before the American Revolution. All the Lewises 
who were of military age served in the American Army during the Revolutionary War. 
Most were officers. All distinguished themselves as soldiers and as gentlemen should. 
We believe that our Edwin Lewis came from A. E. Lewis of Albermarle County, Va. 

My father told me that the Edwin Lewis of our family came from North Carolina. He 
didn’t know exactly what county or place. A large number of Lewises moved to 
Mississippi Territory beginning about 1800. by 1810 most of them had settled 
permanently and all were related. Col. Fielding Lewis’ son, Lawrence, settled at Pass 
Christian, where he and his wife died during the yellow fever epidemic. He left some 
descendants. Our Lewis Family originally came from Wales. 


The old people of our particular family told us that we were descendants of 
Pocohontas, Chief Powhatan’s daughter and also descendants of Princess Eugenia, niece 
of Napoleon Bonaparte. I have not been able to establish that at all. All too many of our 
family records have been lost or destroyed.

From Edgecombe County History: — 


Under the regularly instituted military organization in the county field officers were elected, and commissions 
were issued by the Provincial Congress. Subordinate officers were elected by the county commissioners. The 
Council of Safety exercised the authority of calling out the militia in an emergency when the Congress was not in 
session. The first field officers of the Regular or Grand Army--Colonel William Haywood, Lieutenant Colonel: 
Sherwood Haywood, Major James Moore, and Second Major Henry Home--were elected in 1775. In 1776, the 
militia system was reorganized because of the inactivity of the officers. Edgecombe's list was changed 
completely. Exum Lewis succeeded William Haywood as colonel; Simon Gray became lieuineant-colonel; Jonas 
Johnson Major, and Thomas Hunter second major. At the same time the Continental Regiments were organized 
in North Carolina, and James Blount and Henry I. Toole were elected captains in the Second Regiment.

In Colonel Exum Lewis’ will it is stated there were sons and/or children who had 
received their inheritance and moved away. We are not able to find any records as to 
their names or where they moved to. 


Figures Lewis, EDWIN LEWIS, and Green Lewis moved from Edgecombe County, N. 
C. to Old Fort St. Stephens on the Tombigbee River in what is now known as 
Washington County, Alabama. Edwin Lewis was a lawyer. He owned land and other 
property in or near Old Fort St. Stephens and entered land claims for numerous clients. 
He signed all legal documents “EDWIN LEWIS”. Some of his personal correspondence 
was signed “EDWIN ALLEN LEWIS” Edwin Lewis appears to have bought or entered a 
land grant in or near Old Fort St. Stephens as early as 1802. The witness in his behalf in 
this particular case alleged that Edwin was 21 years of age. Our records indicate that he 
was born in 1782. He had to sue his brother and children for his share of the estate that 
had not been given him in pursuance of his father’s will. The brother in this case was 
Figures Lewis. The records of this case are in the court house at Chatom, Alabama. Also 
Mts. Faye Lewis Duval, 735 Beach Blvd., Pascagoula, Miss. has a copy of this case as 
well as numerous other records pertaining to Edwin Lewis. 


There were other Lewises who came down from North Carolina and Virginia and settled 
along the Mississippi Gulf Coast. All were relatives. 


Edwin Lewis sold all his property in or near Old Fort St. Stephens and moved to Mobile, 
Alabama where he met and married Margaret Budreaux, the daughter of John Batiste 
Budreaux and Mary Louise Sauset. 
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OBITUARY 


Died at Lewis Mill, Spring Hill Ave, MARGARET LEWIS, Age 74, mother of E.A. 
Lewis, Esq, and of Alfred Lewis, Esq. of Mississippi 

The family moved from Mobile to this place during the prevalence of the first yellow 
fever epidemic, which desolated this place in 1816. Here Mrs. Lewis has resided ever 
since. Beloved by her devoted children, esteemed by a large circle of friends, who were 
ever welcome to her peaceful domicile, quiet and retired in her habits, gentle and kind to 
all, she has gone to the grave supported by the Christian Faith, and in glorious hopes of 
heaven, after a long and useful life. She was the last of a generation now past, who were 
the early settlers of this region and truly France never sent forth a nobler band of 


pioneers than those who first settled on the northern shores of our Gulf

Edwin Lewis was the son of Col. Exum Lewis of Edgecombe County, North Carolina. 
Edwin Lewis was the brother of Figures Lewis also of Edgecombe County, N. C. Both 
moved to and lived at Old Fort St. Stephens on the Tombigbee River in Washington 
County, Alabama. Col. Exum Lewis probably was born in Nansemond County, Virginia. 
He married Elizabeth Figures of Southampton County, Virginia. Exum Lewis was 
appointed Colonel of Militia from Edgecombe County April 4, 1776. 


Edwin Lewis was a lawyer. He was appointed as Attorney at Law by Gov. Holmes of 
Miss. Edwin has a file at the archives at Jackson, Miss. Edwin Lewis entered many land 
claims for his clients at Old Fort St. Stephens and they are listed in Land Claims of Miss. 
Territory He disposed of his property at Old Fort St. Stephens and removed to Mobile, 
Ala. where he practiced law and took an active part in local and national politics. He ran 
for state representative, lost and died shortly thereafter. 


The Lewis Mill mentioned above was located at Springhill where there are now located 
fish hatcheries and a municipal park, all the property of the City of Mobile. This property 
was a land patent granted to Edwin Lewis in 1828. However he lived on the place prior 
to that and operated a grist mill (run by water power)

According to the histories of the Lewis Families in America, there were “three” or 
“four” Lewis brothers who came to the American Colonies. The first one arrived in 
1635. The others followed soon after, and all of them were settled in Virginia by 
1650. As the families increased and more living room was required they settled 
many counties in Virginia and overflowed into North Carolina. One large family, 
that of Col. Exum Lewis, moved from Nanesemond County, Virginia to Edgecombe 
County, N. C. Another large family, that of Maj. David Lewis of Albermarle 
County, Virginia moved to Surrey County, N. C. There were many relatives of this 
family that moved at the same time or nearly the same time. All had moved to North 
Carolina before the American Revolution. All of the Lewises who were of military 
age served in the American Army during the Revolutionary War. Most were 
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believe that our Edwin Lewis came from a Col. A. E. Lewis of Albermarle County, 
Virginia. My father told me that the Edwin Lewis of our family came from North 
Carolina. He didn’t know exactly know what county or place. A large number of 
Lewises moved to Mississippi Territory beginning about 1800. by 1810 most of 
them had settled permanently and all were related. Col. Fielding Lewis’ son, 
Lawrence, settled at Pass Christian, where he and his wife died during a yellow fever 
epidemic. He left some descendents. Our Lewis Family came originally from Wales. 


The old people of our particular family told us we were descendents of Pocohontas, 
Chief Powhatan’s daughter and also descendents of Princess Eugenia, niece of 
Napoleon Bonaparte. I have not been able to establish that at all. All too many of our 
family records have been lost or destroyed. 


These records are correct or nearly so as of June 22, 1963.

Beloved by her devoted children, esteemed by a large circle of friends, who were 
ever welcome to her peaceful domicile, quiet and retired in her habits, gentle and kind to 
all, she has gone to the grave supported by the Christian Faith, and in glorious hopes of 
heaven, after a long and useful life. She was the last of a generation now past, who were 
the early settlers of this region and truly France never sent forth a nobler band of 


pioneers than those who first settled on the northern shores of our Gulf

Edwin Lewis was the son of Col. Exum Lewis of Edgecombe County, North Carolina. 
Edwin Lewis was the brother of Figures Lewis also of Edgecombe County, N. C. Both 
moved to and lived at Old Fort St. Stephens on the Tombigbee River in Washington 
County, Alabama. Col. Exum Lewis probably was born in Nansemond County, Virginia. 
He married Elizabeth Figures of Southampton County, Virginia. Exum Lewis was 
appointed Colonel of Militia from Edgecombe County April 4, 1776. 


Edwin Lewis was a lawyer. He was appointed as Attorney at Law by Gov. Holmes of 
Miss. Edwin has a file at the archives at Jackson, Miss. Edwin Lewis entered many land 
claims for his clients at Old Fort St. Stephens and they are listed in Land Claims of Miss. 
Territory He disposed of his property at Old Fort St. Stephens and removed to Mobile, 
Ala. where he practiced law and took an active part in local and national politics. He ran 
for state representative, lost and died shortly thereafter. 


The Lewis Mill mentioned above was located at Springhill where there are now located 
fish hatcheries and a municipal park, all the property of the City of Mobile. This property 
was a land patent granted to Edwin Lewis in 1828. However he lived on the place prior 
to that and operated a grist mill (run by water power)

Captain Miguel Leon Pol studied far thepriesthood but gave it up 
to come to America when he was about 29 or 21, from Spain, either 
the Island of Mallorea or Midrid.

on the now F.B. Walker shipyard site. He went into the shipyard business 
which he later sold to George Frentz, who sold to F. B. Walker, who 

sold to Ingalls, who soldtoLitton. His timber business was The Hume 
Timber Company up the Pascagoula River. He had astave business 
around Demoplis, Ala. getting staves and cross ties out for shipment 

over seas, He brought them to Mobile for shipment and when he died 

his widow lost millions of dollars on the staves on the wharf he had 

ready for shipment. 


He also had a war claim against the government for $18,000.00 worth 
of cotton, grain and timber burned by the Union Army about 1863.

SHIPBUILDERS 
CAPTAIN MIGUEL LEON POL, born at Palma de Mallorea, 
Spain, April 11, 1833, came to the United States a stranger, and 
a penniless lad of eighteen years. Unlike most youths in this 
situation, and true to his early pious training, he avoided every 
evil haunt, influence, and associated and applied himself - with 
the spirit of energetic industry that characterized his life and 
won for him the admiration and respect of all who knew him - 
to paving a path to wealth and position for himself. Captain Pol 
conducted a ship building business for several years, and later 
formed a partnership - the Pol and Frentz Shipbuilding Company 
with Captain George Frentz, which existed at the time of his 
death, September 4, 1879. 


When Captain Pol had been a resident about twenty years, the 
citizens of Pascagoula recommended that he be appointed pilot 
commissioner, since he was thoroughly identified with the welfare 
of the Port of Pascagoula and largely interested in it financially, 
since he owned a shipyard and vessels. Conversant with the har- 
bor, river, passes, etc. and of large and liberal views, and withal 
no politician, he was considered to be the man for the place. 
Appointed by the governor of Mississippi, December 18,1874, 
he served until his death. Captain Pol had been Spanish vice- 
counsul at the Port of Pascagoula for many years and at his death 
Vincent P, Ross became vice-counsul of Spain at this port. *1

John Johnson was born at Raleigh, N. C. in the year of 1815, day and 
month not known as he was unlearned and had no education. Sarah 
Whatley, his daughter, says that he came from Raliegh, N. C. arid Whit- 
ney, his son said he came from Coal County, N. C. and Benjamin 
Franklin, the oldest son, says he came from Gum County, N. C. and 
so the members of the family has a confliction as to just what part of 
N. C. he came from but we have the three places registered by Ben, 
Whit and Sarah. His father’s name was Benjamin. His mother’s name 
is not known she died when he was very young and his brothers was 
named Charley and Nelson, sisters were named Rachael and Susian. 
He came to Ft. Cleighborn, (probably Claiborne) Monroe County, 
Ala. some time in the year of 1834 and was married to Martha Mur- 
phey in 1835, Jan. the 12th day.

establish Noahtimah anywhere in her back 
ground. 


Mrs. Duval's reserch in the American 
State: Papers and others, does give us 
the following: 


Noahtimah, an indian woman, applied as 
a resident of the State of Mississippi 
in 1831. (After the Treaty of Dancing 
Rabbit, one could apply after 5 years 
resident) Noahtimah, at that time had 
4 children, 2 over ten years old and 2 
under ten years old. 


Opaha, or Oppeha was actually spelled 
with a "w" at the end making it Opahaw 
or Oppehaw. He was Chief Oppehaw Ryan. 
Whether his father was a Ryan, or where 
Oppehaw just came by this name Ryan from 
the French or others, is not known but 
he was referred to as Chief Oppehaw or 
Opahaw Ryan. Chief Oppehaw Ryan lived 
in the North West part of the County 
about Vancleave in about 1850. There 
were three in the family Cora, Jerome 
and Peter but just what the connection 
to Oppehaw is not readily remembered. 
The Fayard family sprang somehow from 
Opaha also. 


Henry Gautier is a decendant of Opaha, 
and Mrs. Archie Gautier (01d Spanish 
Fort) would no doubt have data on Chief 
Opahaw.

“[’ve played bridge since high 
school. I’ve just always enjoyed 
card games,” he said. “After my 
wreck, I started playing a good 
deal. And since I needed my 

‘mother’s help to get around, 
she was always there. And she 
was quite a bridge player. She 
was a life master with over 
1,000 master points at her 
death.” 

Bridge players will know 
what that means, but Lewis 
explained that the point sys- 
tem is just a measure of how 
much you have won and how 
long you have played the game. 
‘Lewis himself has more mas- 
ter points than anyone else on 
. the Coast, McMichael said. He 
can play the game by lining 
the cards up on a holder built 
just for him. He is able to move 
the cards himself from the 
holder by using an apparatus 
in his left hand or a fellow 
bridge player will gladly help 

him, 3 

“It’s an absolute treat for 
anyone in the bridge world to 
be asked by Walter to handle 
his cards. He’s quite a bridge 
player and vs all through 
memory. By watthing him play 
is an impromptu lesson in play- 
ing the game,” McMichael said.

thresholds to negotiate. The 
home was designed by his 
brother-in-law, Philip Carnes, 
and built by Kenny Ballard. 

A computer room, built on 
the front of the house, looks 
out through a large picture 
window. Lewis spends much of 
his time on the computer with: 
the use of voice recognition 
technology. 

“T can play bridge with peo- 
ple all over the world and 
nobody even knows I have a 
physical handicap,” he said. “I 
find it to be just as mentally 
stimulating as playing bridge 
in person.” 

But the computer will never 
replace his involvement with 
the bridge club, which meets 
each Thursday at 6:30 p.m. 

Bridge is a social game and 
involves people of all ages, 
Lewis said. At one tournament, 
a 13-year-old was one of the 
participants, he said, “and my 
mother was 89 and still playing 
and enjoying the game at her 
death.” 

For those interested in learn- 
ing bridge, Lewis said the local 
club can provide help, but it is’ 
much easier to learn from an 
instructor. Lewis said local res- 
ident Jack Sullivan is a “par- 
ticularly skilled teacher.” 

In addition to the evening 
game, led by Lewis, there are 
two other daytime games on 
Tuesday at 1 p.m. and Wednes-

Edwin Lewis was the son of Col. Exum Lewis of Edgecombe County, North Carolina. 
Edwin Lewis was the brother of Figures Lewis also of Edgecombe County, N. C. Both 
moved to and lived at Old Fort St. Stephens on the Tombigbee River in Washington 
County, Alabama. Col. Exum Lewis probably was born in Nansemond County, Virginia. 
He married Elizabeth Figures of Southampton County, Virginia. Exum Lewis was 
appointed Colonel of Militia from Edgecombe County April 4, 1776. 

Edwin Lewis was a lawyer. He was appointed as Attorney at Law by Gov. Holmes of 
Miss. Edwin has a file at the archives at Jackson, Miss. Edwin Lewis entered many land 
claims for his clients at Old Fort St. Stephens and they are listed in Land Claims of Miss. 
Territory He disposed of his property at Old Fort St. Stephens and removed to Mobile, 
Ala. where he practiced law and took an active part in local and national politics. He ran 
for state representative, lost and died shortly thereafter. 


The Lewis Mill mentioned above was located at Springhill where there are now located 
fish hatcheries and a municipal park, all the property of the City of Mobile. This property 
was a land patent granted to Edwin Lewis in 1828. However he lived on the place prior 
to that and operated a grist mill (run by water power)

The duties of chancery clerk 
and circuit clerk were combined 
in the office of clerk of the courts 
until 1904. : 

F.H. Lewis, who had served as 
clerk of the courts since 1896, 
became the first chancery clerk, 
filling that post from 1904-1908. 

Fred Taylor was the first 
circuit clerk, holding office 
1904-1912. In 1912, he became 
chancery clerk and held the post 
until 1948. : 

Between Lewis and Taylor, 
I.P. Delmas served one term, 
1908-1912, as chancery clerk. 
N.C: Everett filled the office 
1948-1960 and Wilbur G. Dees 
held the position 1960-1980. 

Lynn Presley, the present 
chancery clerk, has held office 
since 1980. 

Circuit clerks succeeding 
Taylor were W.C. Havens,
